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Carter oil tax wins approval 


Washiogtoi (AP) - The Howe Ways and 


Sleaas ComoiUce handed President Carter a 
ma jor victory Tuesday by approving a mem oil tax 
aimed al forcing energy conservation by raising 
prices. 


One effect of the tax would be to raise the price 


of gasoline by 7.6 cents a gallon by 1M1. 


The vote far a substitute crude-oil tax similar to 


the one offered by Carter was 21 to 1C. with 
Republicans and oil-state Democrats opposing it. 
The panel has yet to consider the President's plan 
to refund proceeds from that tax to consumers. 


However, in three votes the committee made 


clear it does not favor turning over a share of the 
tax revenue to the oil industry as a production in- 
centive. 


The victory was tbe biggesl yel for Carter since 


the Ways and Means Committee began con- 
sidering his energy-tax program. He suffered 
three major defeats in the committee last week. 


Carter's press secretary. Jody Powell, said 


after tbe vote that tbe President was "extremely 
pleased by what be termed tbe 'courageous ac- 
tion' taken by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, action taken in the face of an intense lob- 
bying campaign by the oil industry." 


Powell said Carter hoped tbe committee action 


"will be maintained in future consideration by the 
Congress."

Carter energy program than the standby gasoline 
tax and rebates for buyers of gaMffickat cars.

Rather than give the tax back to taxpayers, tbe 


oil industry advocates turning over a share of tbe 
money to producers, in an effort to increase 
exploration for more oil. Tbe committee defeated 
three attempts to earmark the money for 
producers. 


Tbe key vote was 21 to 16 against a plan by Rep. 


Joe Waggonner. D-La.. that would have provided 
a federal subsidy of up to $2.5 billion a year for 
producers. 


Earlier in the day. Laurence Woodworth. assis- 


tant secretary of the treasury, said Carter con- 
siders such proposals "a ripoii of the American 


coosvmer and wholly unjustified." 


"I can't think of anything from ov Manrtnoinf 


that would be worse." Woodworth said. 


The 16 votes for tbe Waggonner subsidy were 


cast by tbe 12 Republicans on the panel and four 
oil-state Democrats. 


Carter wants most of the monev from tbe tax. 


whkh by 19M would total 914 billion a year, to be 
given back to Americans. The first share of tbe 
money would go to refund higher prices of home 
heating oil that would result from the tax. Most of 
tbe remainder would be returned across-the- 
board as credits against federal income taxes. 


This would mean a cut in income taxes of MS to 


$30 per person, or up to $200 a year for a four- 
member family. The "rebates" would go equally 
to every person, regardless of whether or not he 
conserved energy. 


Oil industry supporters have several other ideas 


on how tbe money should be used. Ope of them, 
drawn up by congressional technicians, would 
amount to a subsidy of about $2.5 billion a year for 
oil producers.

Woodworth said Carter is "unilaterally opposed

Anchorage. Alaska (AP) — Dr. Robert

pounds. Today, after racing more than 5,000 
miles on an exercise bike against the snails 
in his fish tank, he's down to 195. 


"The magic is you've got to be motivated. 


And even then the going isn't easy," said 
Maliin, who combined bard work on the bike 
with a diet restricted to 400 calories a day. 


He's mighty proud of the.feat, calling the 


huge loss in weight "the outstanding 
achievement of my life." 


The plastic surgeon said a friend's poor

Splurging on big meals and eating out was 


"a way to show success." And some thought 
fat people were "jolly." But, said Mallin, 
"Generally, fat people are sad." He said he 
hopes his children learned from his anguish 
and will be "spared ... the sadness." 


Looking back, he said, "I often wonder 


how I did it," believing at the same time the 
adage that "under every fat man is a thin 
man trying to break out." 


Drop in school 
taxes expected

Lincoln taxpayers may be paying less in real estate taxes next • 


year to support the public school system, according to budget es- 
timates. 
The 1977-78 mill levy for Lincoln Public Schools may drop by 


one mill over this year's 57.54 levy, according to Schools Supt. John 
Prasch. 


A more than 67o expected increase in property valuation and a 


possible $1.3 million jump in state aid above the current $3.4 
million will help offset budget increases, according to Robert Den 
Hartog. associate superintendent for business. 


Much of the school's budget increases are tied up in the 8.6^ 


average raise in teacher's salaries. The board is expected to vote 
on a similar 8.6% increase for the nonteaching staff and ad- 
ministration during a June 28 meeting. 


The largest single portion of the more than $40 million budget is 


instructional salaries, anticipated at $26.5 million, up more than $2 
million from this year. Instructional salaries go to teachers, prin- 
cipals and counselors. 


The wage increase would give beginning principals an $820 an- 


nual increase, and would raise nonteaching salaries 21 to 40 cents 
an hour. 


Surrounded by large loose-leaf foMers, piles of paper covered 


with typed figures and Styrofoam coffee cups, the Lincoln Board of 
Education members spent several hours Tuesday morning 
listening to the budget information presented by Prascb and Den 
Hartog. 
There were few questions and no decisions. Budget decisions, 


including any pay raises for the top administrators, will be made 
at a June 28 meeting. 


The tentative budget items presented include the following: . 
— A $200,000 increase in funds for developmental learning 


programs, including money for 11 additional staff members. State 
special education funds will reimburse portions of these programs. 


— A more than $100,008 increase in staff development 
— Supplies and utility costs will rise to $1.4 million from $1.1 


million. 


— A $51.000 increase primarily to fund a change in the 


system's achievement testing program- 


New board member Milan Wall questioned the budget review 


method where board members get little review on the effec- 
tiveness of money spent on past programs. 


The suggested increase in staff development was questioned 


by Lou Roper, who said that speaking out against staff develop- 
ment "is like talking against motherhood. But we have to use some 
reason. There is a limit to how much time teachers and principals 
can be out of their buildings." 


A public hearing on the school's budget is tentatively set for

How would Whelan differ from Exon as governor?

The same, but different. 
Jerry Whelan shares basic political views 


with Gov. J. James Exon, but the lieutenant 
governor would probably be a different kind of 
chief executive in terms of style, manner and 
operational technique. Maybe even in more fun- 
damental matters of emphasis. - 


Yon know Gerald Whelan, 52, now serving his 


third year as lieutenant governor, is going to run 
for governor next year, attempting to succeed 
Exon after be completes his constitutionally 
limited two consecutive terms in the office. 


But Whelan is not ready to talk in those ab- 


solute terms yet, preferring to delay a»y official 
announcement until a later date, probably 
sometime this winter. So the conversation has to 
torn rather iffy. 


If be were to seek the office and win it, now 


would he differ from Exon? Or would be? 


"I think we both look at the world pretty much 


alike." Whelan begins. "On tbe really basic 
issues, like social welfare and fiscal ropowibili- 
ty, we're not very nwdi different. 


"Bot we are different toman beings. We do 


things differently. B«t to say that there could be 
some changes is not Jo imply any criticism of Jim 
Exon."

Woodworth said it is essential that money 
collected by the cru de oil tax go back to con­ 
su mers “ If it IS not refu nded, consu mers’ income 
will be less and that will hav e seriou s economic 
effects,” he said. 
As env isioned by Carter, the new cru de oil tax 
wou ld be paid by refiners when oil is pu rchased 
from produ cers.

The plastic su rgeon said a friend’s poor 
health led him to the conclu sion. “ By 
George, I'm mortal, too I'm going to die” 
Deciding that being 37 y ears old “was 
better than the alternativ e,” he went to an 
internist and said “ Here I am. Do me” 
A fu ll range of tests showt*d high blood 


pressu re was the only harmfu l consequ ence 
of his obesity thu s far He took medication 
to bring his blood pressu re down, be*, took 
no other dru gs du ring the weight redu ction 
program 
Ordinarily , doctors adv ise against rapid 
weight loss Bu t in Mallin’s case, the weight 
was a bigger risk, 
iNow that it’s ov er. Mallín said, “ 1 think 
I'm normal” He trimmed his waist from 64 
inches to 34 and his jacket size from 60 to 42 
To keep from going back u p he has had 
reorient his life “ Doing it is hard,” he con­ 
ceded, thou gh there are benefits: 
—His dau ghters no longer are em ­ 
barrassed when he comes to pick them u p at 
school 
—He comes home from work ready to go, 
instead of ready to sleep. 
—He can easily find chairs big enou gh to 
sit in. 


—He likes himself. 
Mallin’s story begins in childhood, as a 
member of the “clean plate clu b” He went 
from being “chu nky to stocky to stou t” By 
adu lthood he weighed 230 pou nds 


He gained an additional *260 pou nds after 
his family mov ed to Alaska and he rose 
from a “stru ggling, starv ing resident” to 
su ccess. 


Splu rging on big meals and eating ou t was 
“a way to show su ccess” And some thou ght 
fat people were “jolly ” Bu t. said Mallín, 
"Generally , fat people are sad ” He said he 
hopes his children learned from his angu ish 
and will be “spared . . . the sadness.” 


Looking back, he said, 
“1 often wonder 
how I did I t, ” believ ing at the same time the 
adage that “ u nder ev ery fat man is a thin 
man try ing to break ou t "

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Lincoln water rates: 
no uproar needed 


If Lincoln water rates become 
another celebrated uproar, the City 
Council and mayor will have no one to 
blame but themselves. The city has two 
basic things to remember and if it 
remembers them, the problems ought to 
be minimal. 
Water rates need to be fair and they 
need to encourage conservation. Those 
two objectives ought not to be overly dif- 
ticult to achieve with something as 
relatively simple as a municipally owned 
water system. 
The mayor and council should listen 
to the suggestions of the Chamber of 
Commerce, as that organization has now 
volunteered. But the city should follow 
those suggestions only to the extent that 
they serve the ends of fairness and con­ 
servation. 
The chamber appears to be pushing 
lor an old principle in utility affairs — 
rates closely related to the cost of ser­ 
vice. There arc a number of faults with 
that system. 
For one thing, the cost of service can 
be argued until doomsday without 
everyone coming to agreement on what 
It IS For another, the principle is not 
ni'cessarily fair, as it rewards all the big 
consumers ot water and punishes the 
smaller user That is not a concept with 
which everyone will agree on 
philosophical grounds. 


Also, the cost of service principle 
does nothing to encourage conservation. 
If your water rate goes down as you use 
more of the product, you are not inclined 
to be careful of your usage. 
In setting rates, it would behoove 
the city to take a look, too, at the 
matter of public understanding. If the 
people cannot understand what is 
happening to them in the area of their 
water bills, they will again be up in arms 
over the situation, as they were last 
summer. 
There is no need for radical changes 
in rates that leave people confused, skep­ 
tical and angry. If the city cannot es­ 
tablish rates, with periodic adjustments, 
that meet expenses in an orderly fashion 
over the years then it simply is incompe­ 
tent. 
The chamber has suggested an out­ 
side consultant to study the rates. This 
doesn’t make us jump for joy but if the 
city is unable to do its own arithmetic, 
then such a consultant is what we are 
likely to get. 
But if we do, the city should bear in 
mind that consultants come, too, with 
their built-in prejudices and notions of 
the right and wrong ways of doing things. 
You can bet your bottom dollar that a 
consultant who believes in the cost of 
service principle is going to produce the 
figures to support that principle.

President Carter supports the Equal Rights Amend 
ment, but White House efforts to push the measure in 
several state legislatures earlier this year were so 
they hurt the cause more than they helped. And he rejwted 
pleas from women’s groups that he discuss the subject in a 
televised fireside chat and that he beef up the one-person 
White House office currently assigned to the amendment. 
The White House is not visibly working for any of the 
major pieces of legislation in Congress which would es­ 
pecially affect women’s interests nor has it proposed any 
major measures of its own in the area. 
President Carter said during the campaign he supported 
a comprehensive child-care bill to ease the burden on 
working mothers. He has demonstrated no further interest in 
it, although Vice President Walter Mondale was an original 
sponsor of the bill. 
He has not lobbied for a bill pending in Congress which 
would expand the scope of the Equal Employment Oppor­ 
tunity Commission and grant it broader enforcement 
powers. (He did, however, name the first woman EEOC 
chairman, after an unbroken string of five black male 
chairmen.) 
He has said he will sign a bill to override a Supreme 
Court ruling that companies need not include pregnancy in 
employee disability plans, even if they include male-only dis­ 
abilities. But he also said he will not lobby for it. 
Carter opposes the inclusion of abortion in any new 
national health insurance plan. 
Carter has never issued a new directive for the Justice 
Department's task force on sex discrimination, set up by 
President Ford to search out inequitable laws governing all 
U.S. programs and policies. His Administration requested 
only sufficient budget for a staff of seven for the office, 
although the Justice Department estimates it would take a 
staff of 28 more than two years to do the massive overhaul of 
the laws. 
In summary, President Carter may be sympathetic to 
women's desire for equal rights but he’s apparently not 
prepared to do a whole heck of a lot about it.

The papers detailed the bad news. It 
was the energy crisis again. I have 
struggled for the past four years to 
have a decent opinion about the energy 
crises, without success. Over the years 
I have had every possible opinidn about 
the energy crisis, and liked none of 
them The truth is that having a com­ 
mendable opinion about the energy 
crisis is one of those things 1 am simply 
unable to do. like waltzing, playing the 
violin or understanding differential 
calculus. 


When the President asked Congress a 
tew wt«eks ago for heavy new laws to 
cope with the energy crisis, I had a 
terrible teeling that he would eventual­ 
ly ask me to rally my opinion on the 
matter. Recently, however, a close 
study of the Washington news had 
suggested the ordeal might be es­ 
capable. 


Congress in its preliminary com­ 
mittee work seemed to be doing a 
splendid job of eliminating the energy 
crisis. The energy crisis threatened to 
saddle us with higher gasoline taxes, 
and one committee had dispelled the 
threat by refusing to levy these taxes. 


The energy crisis had threatened to 
hold down the profits of our natural gas 
industry, and a committee had 
eliminated the threat by freeing gas 
prices of federal regulation. 


The energy crisis had threatened to 
tax big cars so heavily that only the 
rich could own a big car. and the com­ 
mittee had reduced the threat by post­ 
poning the tux for at least a year. 


The situation seemed as harmonious 
as anything in government ever can be. 
The President had identified the 
foremost threat of our age — the 
energy crisis — and Congress in a few 
short weeks had made great strides 
toward eliminating it. 


Now. however. President Carter was 
insulting Congress 
Instead of 
eliminating the crisis, he was saying, 
Congress had sold out to the oil and 
auto lobbies. This cruel characteriza­ 
tion was said to be the signal for public 
opinion to rally against what Congress 
had done so far 
In principle, one should rally, I sup­ 
pose Opinion must be rallied, even 


when opinion is total befuddlement. 
Still, one feels unfairly treated by being 
asked to r a lly in Ju n e . The 
(Congressional process is Byzantine in 
Its complications and early committee 
actions are often nothing more than the 
staking out of outrageous bargaining 
positions to be abandoned in the fall. 
The President would doubtless like to 
keep us rallied throughout the summer, 
but It IS a harsh demand. The patience 
of Congress and its lobbyists is as the 
patience of the Pentagon. All know how 
to ride for months, for years if 
necessary, before storms of rallied 
public opinion, knowing that they will 
have their way once the storm is 
exhausted. 
Is It wise for the President to rally us 
' to opinionize so early in the game? And 
in June, of all seasons? If public opinion 
spends the summer ralli^ against the 
Congress under the power of oil, 
asphalt, auto and labor, how can the 
¡’resident expect to keep it interested 
later in the year when he will need it 
for heavy combat'' 
The attention span of public opinion 
these days is roughly five days long. A 
president rallying it for a 60-day stand 
IS at risk of showing up at Gettysburg 
with no troops.

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Lincoln water rates: 
no uprofir noodod 


If Lincoln water rates become 


another celebrated uproar, the City 
Council and mayor will have no one to 
blame but themselves. The city has two 
basic things to remember and if it 
remembers them, the problems ought to 
be minimal. 


Water rates need to be fair and they 


need to encourage conservation. Those 
two objectives ought not to be overly dif- 
ficult to achieve with something as 
relatively simple as a municipally owned 
water system. 


The mayor and .council should listen 


10 the suggestions of the Chamber of 
Commerce, as that organization has now 
volunteered. But the city should follow 
those suggestions only to the extent that 
they serve the ends of fairness and con- 
servation. 


The chamber appears to be pushing 


for an old principle in utility affairs — 
rates closely related to the cost of ser- 
vice. There are a number of faults with 
that system. 


For oae thing, the cost of service can 


be argued until doomsday without 
even-one coming to agreement on what 
it is! For another, the principle is not 
necessarily fair, as it rewards all the big 
consumers of water and punishes the 
smaller user. That is not a concept with 
which everyone will agree on 
philosophical grounds. 


Also, tie cost of service principle 


does nothing to encourage conservation. 
If your water rate goes down as you use 
more of the product, you are not inclined 
to be careful of your usage. 


In setting rates, it would behoove 


the city to take a look, too, at the 
matter "of public understanding. If the 
people cannot understand what is 
happening to them in the area of their 
water bills, they will agajn be up in arms 
over the situation, as they were last 
summer. 


There is no need for radical changes 


in rates that leave people confused, skep- 
tical and angry. If .the city cannot es- 
tablish rates, with periodic adjustments, 
that meet expenses in an orderly fashion • 
over the years then it simply is incompe- 
tent. 


The chamber has suggested an out- 


side consultant to study the rates. This 
doesn't make us jump for joy but if the 
city is unable to do its own arithmetic, 
then such a consultant is what we are 
likely to get. 


But if we do. the city should bear in 


mind that consultants come, too, with 
their built-in prejudices and notions of 
the right and wrong ways of doing things. 
You can bet your bottom dollar that a 
consultant who believes in the cost of 
service principle is going to produce the 
figures to support that principle. 


People are slow starters 


While the water rate controversy 


continues in Lincoln, and as water 
customers here are getting used to the 
higher billings of the last two years or so, 
iar westerners are laboring under the 
burden of severely diminished supplies 
ui water and punitive rates for excessive 
use. 


The water problems in the coastal 


states were brought on by the same 
general drought conditions affecting 
much of the American west, but residen- 
tial users in the far western states are 
being harder hit at present than 
customers in our area. For the most 
part, the victims are behaving ad- 
mirably in response to the water shor- 
tage. 


Most of the nation is aware by now of 


many of the horror stories: dry reser- 
voirs, water piped in from afar, lawns 
burned brown in the searing heat, 
thousand-dollar water bills presented 
small businesses, some of which have 
closed their doors or limited their 
hospitality to water-using customers, 
daily water use quotas. So many gallons 
are allotted families by size in some 
areas, and use beyond that quota is 
severely penalized. If waste continues 
past a second penalty billing, the 
authorities come in and turn your water 
off. Life styles have been altered in 
small ways (and in some cases, ways not 
so small). Homemakers stack dirty dis- 
hes until th^re is a full washer load. 
Clothing is washed less frequently, as 
are bodies, the kids might skip a bath 
even- other day. Teeth are brushed using 
a cup of water instead of a running 
faucet. Guests are reminded of the water 


problem and advised to use the. Navy 
shower technique. Swimming pools afe 
drained less often and many are not 
filled. Cars remain caked with ihe grime 
of the road. Less meticulous attention is 
devoted to one's lawn. 


For many, life remains much the 


same, except that it is less comfortable 
and not so squeaky clean. The water 
shortage has ruined or severely hurt 
others. 


Two points can be made from this. 


When conservation is demanded, people 
come through like champions. Even in 
affluent Marin County. California, where 
people are proud and protective of their 
easy-going, wasteful lifestyles, the water 
conservation goal is being achieved — 
and then some. 


The second point: you have to hit 


people on the head to get their attention. 
In other parts of the west, where 
rationing is only in the talking stages, ef- 
forts are being made to make people 
aware of the possible need to ration and 
they are encouraged to conserve volun- 
tarily. But there is generally only a" 
vague awareness of crisis. 


Ideally, of course, those who still 


have plenty of water would learn from 
those who don't before the shortage hits 
with full impact. Perhaps then the crisis 
would not be so severe in impact, either 
physically or psychologically. 


The same would apply to the energy 


crisis. We know by example that people 
can conserve — water or gasoline,'it 
makes no difference — when the need 
arises and still lead a life much like at 
present. Why wait? Why not. In effect, 
close the barn door before the critters 
escape, rather than after?

He asks too much 


Saturday morning was waking up to 


distressing news. President Carter, 
said the papers, wanted to rally public 
opinion. Rallying public opinion on a 
weekend in June is almost unheard of. 
It made you wonder if the President 
had a firm grip on the calendar- 


September is for starting wars. Oc- 


tober is for making ridiculous 
promises. November is for cutting the 
budget. December is for rebuilding the 
Cabinet. January is for refusing to keep 
the promises you made in October, 
February is for fund-raising dinners 
and March — March, not June — is for 
(allying public opinion. 


June is for leaving people alone so 


they can fish, get married, graduate 
the children, wax the car, watch 
baseball and make the seasonal switch 
to gin and-tonic. Asking a person to ral- 
ly his public opinion during the one 
month allotted to tending to life's 
necessities is an imposition justifiable 
only under the gravest circumstances. 


And so. on being awakened with the 


cry. "Rise and rally!" I was inclined to 
sulk. The truth is that my public 
opinions xhave been in pleasantly low 
supply lately. All through April and 
May, though constantly exposed to 
public events, my opinion-formation 
glands had produced only three or four 
opinions worth mentioning at the 
dinner table.

I have 
struggled for the past four years to 
have a decent opinion about the energy 
crises, without success. Over the years 
I have had every possible opinion about 
the energy crisis, and liked none of 
them. The truth is that having a com- 
mendable opinion about the energy 
crisis is one of those things I am simply 
unable to do, like waltzing, playing the 
violin or understanding differential 
calculus.

who frequently fail to see 
harmful long term affects of 
proposals that appear attrac- 
tive to their precious "con- 
sumers" on a short terra basis, 
would be a disaster. 


I am extremely gratified 


that a Congress that is 
regarded as somewhat liberal 
can have the good sense to let 
this bomb die. Perhaps enough 
of oar lawmakers have finally 
seen some of the harmful 
effects of government in- 
tervention in the market place 
and have seen enough of the so 
called consumer advocates and 
the opinions they hold to be 


reluctant to give them the 
power to have their own way or 
to tie things up in the courts as 
long as they care to do so if 
they don't get their own way. • 
Otherwise, why would con- 
gress pass up two sure fire 
crowd pleasers in one 
package: Anti business and pro 
consumerism? 


It is too bad the average con- 


sumer doesn't .realize the 
power he already has when be 
"votes" with his dollar. By 
looking for the best deal for 
himself he can wipe out 
Edsels, mom and pop grocery 
stores, fountain pens and 
mechanical adding machines. 
He can bring forth industries 
such as discount stores and. 
fast food outlets' 


If this bill actually does die 


my faith and confidence in the 
future of America will take an 
enormous leap upward.

City sells he r $30,000 home for $173.70 
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Lo s Angeles (AP) - When 
Willia V. Mo o re o f Watts didn’t 
p ay a streetlight assessment, 
the city in effect so ld her $30,- 
000 ho me fo r $173.70 and no w 
she faces ev ictio n. 
Her p light is stirring a co u rt 
test o f a law which o ne legal 
aid lawy er calls “a bo o ndo ggle 
fo r sp ecu lato rs." 
The 66 -y ear-o ld state law 
was intended to make street 
imp ro v ement easier. Bu t in 
the p ast y ear alo ne, the Legal 
Aid Fo u ndatio n say s, it has 
co st 143 Lo s Angeles Co u nty 
residents their ho mes. 
"It’s u nbeliev able that all 
this is hap p ening,” said Mrs. 
Mo o re, a 5 3-y ear-o ld ho sp ital 
clerk who , acco rding to at­ 
to rney Ro n Jav o r, bo u ght the 
du p lex fo r $30,000 in 1955 and 
p aid it o ff in 1962. 
"It’s like waking u p after a 
dream and all the p arts do n’t 
fit. I’m p ray ing fo r my ho me 
ev ery day ,” she said. 
Statewide, acco rding to 
Legal Aid lawy er Stan DiOrio ,’ 
“ v ery easily we co u ld be 
talking abo u t sev eral hu ndred 
(ho me lo sses) a y ear.” 
The p ro blem, say s DiOrio , is 
that the law "do es no t p ro v ide 
adeq u ate and clear no tice fo r 
ho meo wners and tax p ay ers; 
(it) p ro v ides a bo o ndo ggle fo r 
sp ecu lato rs.” 
The Legal Aid So ciety is 
help ing Mrs. Mo o re su e the 
city in co u nty Su p erio r Co u rt 
o n gro u nds that the Imp ro v e­ 
ment Act o f 1911 allo ws p ro p er­ 
ty sales far belo w real v alu e 
w itho u t eno u gh no tice to 
o wners. 
The so ciety also say s there 


isn’t eno u gh reco u rse, su ch as 
hearings.

DiOrio said she has du tifu lly 
p aid p ro p erty tax es o f abo u t 
$250 a y ear — ev en since the 
ho u se was taken away . 
The tro u ble began when the 
city p u t lights o n her street in 
197 1 and a s s e s s e d the 
residents. Mrs. Mo o re said she 
saw no need fo r the lights and 
igno red her bill — o riginally 
$121.60. 
She say s she was to ld by 
Co u ncilman Jo hn Gibso n she 
wo u ld hav e 10 y ears to p ay , bu t 
Gibso n’s o ffice say s it warned 
her she had to p ay . 
She igno red fo reclo su re 
no tices, and the assessment 
bill was so ld in 1974 fo r $173.70 
— the assessment p lu s su ch 
co sts as interest — and was 
later reso ld to Pau line Ru st fo r 
$500. Mrs. Mo o re said she was 
u naware o f either sale u ntil an 
ev ictio n no tice arriv ed in 
Janu ary . 
She has refu sed to mo v e, aro l 
DiOrio say s the cu rrent o wner 
has no w o ffered to sell the 
ho me back to Mrs. Mo o re fo r 
$6,000 rather than market 
v alu e.

"I do n’t think we’ll ev er kno w fo r su re. They are the o nly o nes 
who really kno w and they aren’t say ing any thing.” 
A lawy er fo r Ray , the co nfessed slay er o f Martin Lu ther King 
Jr.. said his client denied p articip atio n in the p lanning, 'rhe 
lawy er also said he didn’t think Ray had o u tside help . 
Lane said a small map o f the immediate area cu t o u t o f a 
state highway map and $290 were fo u nd o n Ray after his cap tu re 
Mo nday . 
In Ray 's left fro nt p o cket, o fficers fo u nd a wad o f $80 in a 
ru bber band. Lane said. The remainder was lo cated du ring a 
strip search befo re a p hy sical ex aminatio n in the p riso n infir­ 
mary .

White Ho u se Press Secretary Jo dy Po well said that desp ite 
the lo ss.

Last man who fled 
with Ray recaptured 


Brushy Mountain, Tenn. (AP) — The most extensive 


manhunt in Tennessee history ended in triumph Tuesday when 
the same dog handler who ran down James Earl Ray caught the 
last of six inmates who fled Brushy Mountain Penitentiary with 
Ray five days before. 


Douglas Shelton, 32. was recaptured about 9 a.m. by guard 


Sammy Joe Chapman. Shelton, Ray and and Ray's cellmate. 
Earl Hill Jr., are believed by prison officials to have planned 
the breakout. 


But Warden Stonney Lane said in connection with that theory: 


"I don't think we'll ever know for sure. They are the only ones 
who really know and they aren't saying anything." 


A lawyer for Ray, the confessed slayer of Martin Luther King 


Jr., said his client denied participation in the planning. The 
lawyer also said he didn't think Ray bad outside help. 


Lane said a small map of the immediate area cut out of a 


state highway map and $290 were found on Ray after his capture 
Monday. 


In Ray's left front pocket, officers found a wad of $80 in a 


rubber band. Lane said. The remainder was located during a 
strip search before a physical examination in the prison infir- 
mary. 


The warden said inmates are allowed to have up to $70 in cash 


but guards routinely find more money in cells than the rule 
allows. 


Ray was paid $35 at the first of each month for work in the 


prison laundry. He was also entitled to draw $35 in the middle of 
each month from a prison account provided each prisoner for 
income from relatives and prison work. Money also changes 
hands among the inmates for various purposes, including 
gambling. Lane said. 


Shelton's capture kept unblemished the maximum security 


prison's record of no successful escapes. Officials said the hunt 
had been the biggest in state history, involving 175 searchers 
and costing $173,000 in overtime pay alone. 


Shelton was found after a van be stole in the Beech Fork area 


of Anderson County ran off a state highway and over an em- 
bankment as guards gave chase. 


Officials said Larry Phillips, the owner of the van, had just 


gotten in when he was grabbed from behind and thrown out by 
Shelton, hiding in the back. Shelton was caught about 18 miles 
down the winding highway from where Ray was captured and 
about 7 miles northeast of toe prison. 


Porte barrel projects 
win; President loses 


Washington (AP)—The House, ignoring President Carter's 


wishes, rejected a move Tuesday to slash IS water projects 
from the $10.2 billion public works appropriation bill. 


But the vote against the amendment was 218 to 194, which was 


a strong snowing in defeat for the Carter forces. 


The House then passed the bill, 356 to 54, and sent it to the 


Senate. 


The vote cast doubt on whether the water projects'supporters 


in the House could muster a two-thirds majority to override a 
presidential veto on the bill. 


The White House has indicated Carter may veto the measure

If you like to change jobs on a daily basis and 


»ometimes not work at all, oddly enough there’s 
a place for you. 
It's called the Spot Labor Office and It’s run 


by the Nebraska Job Service at 317 S. llth. 
■ It should be called the casual labor office,” 


said Henry Troutman, manager of the office. 
‘ We supply jobs that last one hour to one day, 
and now and then there'll be jobs lasting three 
days to a week." 
The average job lasts about four hours, he 
said 
The facility is a clearinghouse for employers 


needing temporary workers and for temporary 
workers needing temporary jobs. 


Applying for work there is the same as in the 


Job Service office. A prospective worker fills 
out an application and checks in when he or she 
feels like working. 
Troutman says he gets as few as two and as 


many as 35 applicants a day, although the 
average is about lO. 
The applicants are matched with about 


three or four employers who call in each day for 
temporary workers. 
Most of the jobs involve unloading trucks, 


Troutman said, either from plumbing or elec­ 
trical supply warehouses or from vegetable or 
meat suppliers. 
The most frequent employer will call in 


about once a week on the average and ask for 
two to three workers. 
Workers earn $2.50 per hour and up, depen­ 
ding on the job and even the time of day. 
"If the truckers are pressed for time, they’ll 


pay more,” Troutman said. 
If a trucker has a load of perishable goods 


parked at a warehouse that will close in two 
hours, he'll offer more money for workers. 
If the job is early in the morning and there 


are several hours left in the workday, he may 
pay about $3 per hour, he said. And that’s usually 
the case because the office is only open 8:30 to 
10 .30 a m. Monday through Friday and that’s 
when most of the calls come in. 
People seek work through the Spot Labor Of­ 
fice for a variety of reasons, Troutman said. 
Some clients are travelers. 


"They come into town and need some kind of 


work so they can move on,” Troutman said. “ A 
while back, one guy said he was a lawyer and 
was on his way tock to Las Vegas. I never did 
figure that out.” 
Some are persons who just don’t like steady 


jobs. 
"They work when they need money and 


don’t when they don’t,” Troutman said. “ Who 
am 1 to say what’s the right kind of life to live.” 


Others may need extra money. 
"We get people who have jobs already but 


want some extra work,” Troutman said. “ I ’ve 
been here six years and I think I ’ve seen every 
type of profession come through here except, 
maybe a medical doctor.” 
And even some rarities come to mind. 
"One man was an engineer just separated 


from his wife. Every place he worked, she’d 
nave his wages garnished.” he said. “ Well, he 
just said to hell with it and started working here, 
■you can’t garnish wages on a day-by-day job. 
Other clients work seasonal jobs and need 


work during the off season. 
Troutman said he gets the most activity 


during the spring and summer. The least is from 
Christmas through January when inventories 
are taken and business is slow.

This type 
flourished in the days of Andrew 
Carnegie, but are not doing so well in 
today's corporate atmosphere, where 
they are often seen as destructive to 
the team spirit. 
The company men are the "organiza­ 
tion men ” described by William Whyte 
Jr in the 1950s His identity is based on 
being part of the powerful, protective 
company. In today’s business climate, 
according to Maccoby, the company 
men are not rising beyond middle 
management positions because they 
are seen as lacking in risk-taking abili­ 
ty. toughness, detachment, confidence 
and self-control and energy to reach the 
top 
The gamesmen, according to Mac- 
(’oby, are the new corporate leaders, 
typified in public life by John F. 
kenn(‘dy. "He responds to life and 
work as a game. The contest hypes him 


up and he com m unicates his 
enthusiasm , thus energizing 
others . .. He is a team player whose 
center is the corporation” 
After describing these character 


types in detail. Maccoby goes on to 
urge that corporate structures be 
redefined in such a way that the 
gamesmen of America are encouraged 
to develop qualities of the heart, as 
well as the head. 
The social character typing that is 


the meat of "The Gamesman’’ 
presumably has value in helping people 
understand human reality. And perhaps 
it does in a rough sense. But the reader 
must have a great predisposition 
toward this .sort of thing to stay with it 
for an entire book. 


Maccoby has a little trouble 
sustaining the approach himself. At one 
fioint his work sounds like something 
lifted from a work on astrological 
signs. 
Consider: "H e is idealistic, yet 
shrewd and pragmatic; cooperative, 
yet highly competitive; enthusiastic, 
yet detached; earnest, yet evasive; 
graceful, yet restless; energetic, yet 
Itc hy ." 
This method of description can be 
applied to "The Gamesman” It is in­ 
teresting. yet boring. It is illuminating, 
yet shallow It is perceptive, yet ob­ 
vious It will be discussed by scholars. 


but serves as a topic for luncheon con­ 
versation.

This type 
flourished in the days of Andrew 
Carnegie, but are not doing so well in 
today's corporate atmosphere, where 
they are often seen as destructive to 
the team spirit 


The company men are the "organiza- 


tion men" described by William Whyte 
Jr. in the 1950s. His identity is based on 
being part of the powerful, protective 
company. In today's business climate, 
according to Maccoby, the company 
men are not rising beyond middle 
management positions because they 
are seen as lacking in risk-taking abili- 
ty, toughness, detachment, confidence 
and self-control and energy to reach the 
top. 


The gamesmen, according to Mac- 


coby. are the new corporate leaders, 
typified in public life by John F. 
Kennedy. "He responds to life and 
work as a game. The contest hypes him 


up and he communicates his 
enthusiasm, thus energizing 
others... lie is a team player whose 
center is the corporation." 


After describing these character 


types in detail, Maccoby goes on to 
urge that corporate structures be 
redefined in such a way that the 
gamesmen of America are encouraged 
to develop qualities of the heart, as 
well as the head. 


The social character typing that is 


the meat of "The Gamesmaa" 
presumably has value in helping people 
understand human reality. And perhaps 
it does in a rough sense. But the reader 
must have a great predisposition 
toward this sort of thing to stay with it 
for an entire book. 


Maccoby has a little trouble 


sustaining the approach himself. At one 
point his work sounds like something 
lifted from a work on astrological 
signs. 


Consider: "He is idealistic, yet 


shrewd and pragmatic; cooperative, 
yet highly competitive; enthusiastic, 
yet detached; earnest, yet evasive; 
graceful, yet restless; energetic, yet 
itchy." 


This method of description can be 


applied to "The Gamesman." It is in- 
teresting, yet boring. It is illuminating, 
yet shallow. It is perceptive, yet ob- 
vious. It will be discussed by scholars, 


but serves as a topic for luncheon con- 
versation. The latter quality is its chief 
value for most readers.

The problem of communication between 
doctors and patients is as old as medicine 
Itself. 
The answer is not as simple as it first 
appears. Most physicians agree with you 


that an informed patient is a better 
patient. But the barriers to full understan­ 
ding are formidable. In the first place, 
diagnosis is often a long procedure. There 
are times when the doctor does not know 
or is unsure about things. At times he (or 
she) may feel he knows but is not sure 
enough to say. Often the patient is reluc­ 
tant to seek information for a variety of 
reasons. He may be unequipped to unders­ 
tand medical terms or may not want to 
know, 
The doctor may be hard put to explain in 
understandable non-technical 
language 
just what is wrong or what he suspects is 
wrong. Often he may not have enough time 
for a detailed explanation.

W icklu n d said o n e o f the chemicals, p ho sto x in p ellets, are 
in a can ister an d fo rm an ex tremely dan gero u s gas lethal to 
hu man s in v ery Nmall do ses when ex p o sed to air. He said the 
chemical is u sed to fu migate clo sed sp aces, su ch as bu ildin gs o r 
rail cars, after p recau tio n s hav e been taken to keep hu man s an d 
an imals fro m bein g ex p o sed 
Wicklu n d said the seco n d chemical, methy l bro mide, is 
lethal to hu man s if in haliKl at a co n cen tratio n o f 200 p arts gas in 
a millio n p arts o f air 
He said the grav est dan ger wo u ld be if the chemicals were 
discarded an d fo u n d by children .

Lethal 
stolen 


Kansas City (AP) - A large quantity of pesticides, stolen 


over the weekend from an exterminating company, could spell 
disaster if found by children'or unsuspecting adults, a federal 
official said Tuesday. 


John Wicklund, director of the Environmental Protection 


Agency, said two of the chemicals stolen from the Geiz Exter- 
minating Co. pose an extreme danger if found by persons not 
familiar with them.

A similar warning came from Thomas Stickney, Getz 


manager, who told police that some of the chemicals are "so in- 
tense that a small portion could reach a large number of per- 
sons" — with fatal results. 


Wicklund said one of the chemicals, pbbstoxin pellets, are 


in a canister and form an extremely dangerous gas lethal to 
humans in very'Small doses when exposed to air. He said the 
chemical is used to fumigate closed spaces, such as buildings or 
rail cars, after precautions have been taken to keep humans and 
animals from being exposed.

Wicklund said the second chemical, methyl bromide, is 


lethal to humans if inhaled at a concentration of 200 parts gas in 
a million parts of air. 


He said the gravest danger would be if the chemicals were 


discarded and found by children.

Los Angeles (AP) — Gene Bartow didn’t 
realize what kind of pressure-cooker he was 
getting into when he followed the legendary 
John WcMxten as basketball coach at UCLA, 
both a Bruin player and a rival coach said 
Tuesday. 
Bartow, under increasing fire from the 
media and Bruin basketball fans, took Harry 
Truman’s advice and moved out of ‘‘the 
kitchen’’ and to the lowkey post of athletic 
director at the University of Alabama-Bir- 
mingham 
The move to a school with no existing 
athletic program, first rumored last week, 
became official Monday 
“ I was really surprised when Coach Bartow 
first told me he was considering the job,’’ said 
Marques Johnson, UCLA's All-American 
senior forward Johnson, who was in New York 
with Barlow to receive a Most Valuable Player 
award last week, said, “ He talked about it with 
my Father (Jeff) and me. I was surprised at 
first, but after talking with him, I understood 
how he felt” 
Bob Boyd, the basketball coach at arch-rival 
Southern California, said, “ I think it’s fair to 
say Gene was uncomfortable coaching at 
UCLA. 
“ In college coaching, there’s a lot of 
deviousness, and I found Gene Bartow not to be 
in the least devious,’’ the USC coach said, not 
elaborating. “ 1 think he misjudged the impact 


of being the new coach at UCLA, particularly 
being an outsider taking the job” 
Bartow had a 52-9 record and won Pacific-8 
championships both of his two years at UCLA, 
but the Bruins failed to win the national cham­ 
pionship, a feat Wooden's teams accomplished 
10 times in his last 12 years at the school. 


Johnson said Bartow had trouble making the 
adjustment from comparably low-pressure 
coaching jobs at Illinois and M e m p h is 
State to the Bruins’ job in media-rich and 
victory-conscious Los Angeles. 


“ I think the fans were a little harsh on him. 
as was the press,’’ Johnson said. “ Just look at 
our record 1 think the players expected the 
criticism because we didn’t go all the way, but 
he was surprised it was so strong. 
“ Some of us had been around during the 
Wooden years, and I remember even he drew a 
lot of criticism a couple of years ago when we 
lost two straight in Oregon”

Omaha — Three-time NCAA champion Arizona 
State recorded an 8-4 victory to sideline Minnesota, 
another three-time titlist, and California State-Los 
Angeles eliminated Clemson, 1-0, in the College 
Baseball World Series at Rosenblatt Stadium here 
Tuesday night. 
ASU's Sun Devils stayed alive in this double- 
elimination tournament with aggressive play at the 
plate and on the base paths, while Cal St.-LA dis­ 
played a big league defense to blank Clemson. 
Arizona State, which plays as many games a 
season as many minor league teams, ran its record 
to 54-12 with its triumph over the Gophers. 
The well-played nightcap, which saw Clemson 
shut out for the first time in its last 167 games and 
just the second time in the past 217 games, was com­ 
pleted in just one hour and 48 minutes. 
Cal St.-LA’s Mike Sutherland threw just 94 
pHches while notching his seventh victory against a 
single loss for the season. 
Sutherland received super support from his in­ 
field as he had the Clemson batters hitting first and 
second-pitch grounders 
Second baseman Drew McAuley charged a slow 
roller, made a bare handed pickup and an across-the- 
chest throw for one sterling play, while third 
baseman Marty Shepherd later duplicated the effort 
on what appeared to be a perfect drag bunt down the 
line. 
The LA club, which never figured on gaming this 
tourney until knocking off ten-time champion 
Southern California in regional play, turned in three 


double plays to greatly aid Sutherland gain his 
shutout. 
Cal Slate, displaying a carefree attitude in 
previous games (“ We didn’t figure on being here 
anyway so we might as well have some fun while 
we’re here," coach John Deutsch had said,), didn't 
show its “ phantom ball” warmup routine used in 
other games, much to the disappointment of the 
crowd of 8,405. 
Clemson’s Ron Musselman pitched well enough 
to win, striking out 13 while giving up just four hits — 
the same number collected by his club 
Neither team threatened until the fifth frame, 
when Cal State got a runner to third with one out but 
couldn't get him home. 
Clemson staged its only threat in the sixth, get­ 
ting runners to first and second, but that was it 
Cal State scored the game's only run in the 
eighth inning when left fielder Hob Hayne bounced a 
single to center, stole second, moved to third on a 
wild pitch and then scored when right fielder Gary 
Adair singled behind second base against a drawn-in 
intield 


Arizona State banged out 14 hits — two of them 
homers — had speedy centerfielder Rick F’eters gain 
base twice via the hit-by-pitchcr route, and added 
two .stolen bases. 
Minnesota, which won the championship here in 
19.56, ‘60 and '64, jumped to a 2-0 lead in the first in­ 
ning, but (he Sun Devils countered with three tallies

Miami (AP) — A Miami club says it canceled plans tor a 
track meet after learning it wouid cost up to $1,000 plus 
expenses tor each of the amateur track stars invited 
“ The amateurs are pricing themselves right out of the 
market,” an official of a Miami Optimist club complained 
“ We couldn’t afford them” 
The club reported that it recently canceled plans for the 
track meet after learning that such top amateurs as 
Dwight Stones and Filtiert Bayi would cost the promoters 
SI.iMk) each, plus expenses 
Jimmy Uarnes. track and field chairman tor the 
Amateur Athletic Uni m, admitted that athletes are getting 
high tees and other “ under-the-table" payments, 
Carnes said that AAU rules allow athletes to accept 
money to cover expenses, including air fare and hotel 
rooms, but forbid other payments from track promoters 
and sports equipment companies 
“ We hear it all the time We hear ‘so and so got $1,(X)0 to 
run, so and so got $500 to run,’” Carnes said “ You’d have 
to have a force of people out to stop them” 
Carnes said that there is no way to prove such violations 
because the athletes, promoters and equipment manufac­ 
turers deny that any illegal money changed hands 
The Internal Revenue Service is reportedly investigating 
the allegations 
0 n e world-class athlete, French hurdler Guy Drut, 
announced recently that he had been receiving under-the- 


table payments for years 
As a result. International AAU President Adrian Paulen 
told Carnes last week that as far as he is concerned Drut 
has forfeited his amateur status. 
Kenyan half-miler Mike Boit called the charge about il­ 
legal under-the-table payoffs to amateur athletes 
"ridiculous and unfair” 


I wouldn t say that they (other track and field stars) 
take a lot of money from promoters," Boit .said “ What we 
are providinl with most of the time is a ticket to go to the 
track meet and to return to the place you left from, plus $3

'Amateurs' too expensive 


Miami (AP) — A Miami club says it canceled plans for a 


track meet after learning it would cost up to $1.000 plus 
expenses for each of the amateur track stars invited. 


"The amateurs are pricing themselves right out of the 


market," an official of a Miami Optimist club complained. 
"We couldn't afford them." 


The club reported that it recently canceled plans for the 


track meet after learning that such top amateurs as 
Dwight Stones and Filbert Bayi would cost the promoters 
$1.000 each, plus expenses. 


Jimmy Carnes. track and field chairman for the 


Amateur Athletic Union, admitted that athletes are getting 
high fees and other "under-the-table" payments. 


Carnes said that AAU rules allow athletes to accept 


money to cover expenses, including air fare and hotel 
rooms, but forbid other payments from track promoters 
and sports equipment companies. 


"We hear it all the time. We hear 'so and so got $1.000 to 


run. so and so got $500 to run.'" Carnes said. "You'd have 
to have a force of people out to stop them." 


Carnes said that there is no way to prove such violations 


because the athletes, promoters and equipment manufac- 
turers deny that any illegal money changed hands. 


The Internal Revenue Service is reportedly investigating 


the allegations. 


One world-class athlete. French hurdler Guy Drut, 


announced recently that he had been receiving under-the- 


table payments for years. 


As a result. International AAU President Adrian Paulen 


told Games last week that as far as he is concerned Drut 
has forfeited his amateur status. 


Kenyan half-miler Mike Boil called the charge about il- 


legal under-the-table payoffs to amateur athletes 
"ridiculous and unfair." 


"I wouldn't say that they (other track and field stars) 


take a lot of money from promoters," Boit said. "What we 
are provided xvith most of the time is a ticket to go to the 
track meet and to return to the place you left from, plus $3 
to $5 every day for expenses." 


Last year, sprinter Houston McTear was invited" to run in 


Miami. His ecach accepted the imitation under the condi- 
tion that a $500 check be sent to cover airfare from Pen- 
sacola. Fla.. according to The Miami News. The round-trip 
fare for McTear and his coach was less than $300. 


"Plus, they made us pay their expenses in Miami," the 


promoter told the News. "The hotel bill (for two days) 
came to $144." 


To alleviate the problem of under-the-table payments, 


Carnes said he is attempting to recruit industries and large 
companies to sponsor track and field teams. 


"How else can a guy survive in the United States (with no 


subsidy) when he has to train three and four and five hours 
a day?" Carnes said.

Editor’s Note: Vasily Nikolayev, Soviet Foreign Minister, 
plotted the assassination of Soviet Chairman Alexei Kolkov and 
American President Sven Ericson in a helicopter over the 
Crimea to avert their cosying up to an Oriental axis of China 
and Japan. Kolkov dies, but Ericson is saved by his Secret Ser­ 
vice guard when a wild boar attacks the assassins. William 
Safire unfolds the tale in the second exceipt from his book, 
“ Full Disclosure.”

“ We are leaving right now, Vasily.” 
“ Not right away.” 
The secretary of state felt a wave of fury surge in him and 
said nothing until it had passed. They were in the hospital ad­ 
ministrator’s office, originally a waiting room in the Czar’s 
Palace, which the foreign minister had taken over as his com­ 
mand post. Upstairs, the President of the United States lay.

alive, conscious, unable to see, in need of the best medical 
attention in the world. Down the hall from the President’s 
room. Agent Bok occupied a huge ward, his condition unknown, 
but paralysis likely; he was sedated now, out of pain, but in 
need of a surgeon they could all trust. On the top floor, being 
photographed now, were the bodies of Soviet General Secretary 
Kolkov, his guards and his Chinese assassins. 
George Curtice looked at his watch again: 12:30 P.M. Yalta 
time, three solid hours since the aerial ambush, one hour since 
the President opened his eyes and said his first shattering 
words, "Am I alive?” To have him lying there, attended by a 
couple of unknown Soviet doctors and his own half-competent 
Personal physician was an impossible situation. 
“ You cannot keep this bottled up for five more minute,” 


Curtice said, his voice under control. “ The Prealdiiit’s life com­ 
es before any other consideration. You have helicopters at the 
airfield; I saw them when we got in,” Curtice Insisted, knowing 
the Russian was deliberately dragging a foot. “ Delay is 
dangerous. You 
and I hold you personally responsible for this 
— you are endangering the life of the Présidait.” 
Nikolayev rose. “ Do no say what is iK>t true. I have ordered 
the helicopter. I have ordered the airport sealed off and 
secured. But I must make absolutely certain that the mm we 
use to fly the plane are loyal, and not allied with the Chinese 
assassins.” 
“ How long will that take?” 
“ Four hours. If It protects your President’s life, the time is 
well spent.” 
“ Unacceptable.” Curtice knew exactly what Nikolayev was 
doing, and might have done the same in his shoes; freezing the 
________________ 
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Campaign injury comes back to haunt President 
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situation, blacking out all news reports, until his fellow leaders 
in the Politburo could be informed and an immediate policy 
decided upon. Nikolayev was under enormous pressure: the 
slightest omission, the failure to act precisely as the man at the 
center would expect him to act, would open him to charges of 
misfeasance at a crucial moment. 
“Your formal protest is noted,” said the Russian. 
“For Crissake, Vasily,” Curtice almost shouted across the 
desk, "this is no formality, this is —” he groped before lamely 
settling for 
life and death.” More than that, Curtice’s 
reputation rested on his ability to negotiate them out of here 
posthaste, with the news blackout lifted. Ev ery action, ev ery 
mov ement, ev ery moment’s delay would be analyzed by 
reporters and historians for years, and the blame, he was deter­ 
mined, would not be laid at his door. He feit a twinge of con­ 
science at thinking of how he would look in this situation later, 
and returned to the pressure: “ Ev ery moment you sit on this 
powderkeg, the worse the explosion will be when the story 
breaks. Don't you see? You’re making it worse.” 
“The general secretary is dead,” said the foreign minister. 
“ What could be worse?” Curtice thought it best not to make a 
quick reply, and Nikolayev answered his own question: “It 
could be worse if your President were dead, I know. But he is 
not dying. In terms of his own life, which as you say is 
paramount, the needs of security are greater at the moment 
than the need for medical specialists” 
“We’re not sure we’re safe right here,” Curtice pressed, a 
sense of helplessness mounting in the face of Nikolayev ’s rigid 
line. “What about an attack on the hospital? It could happen. 
They could burst in at any moment; you don’t hav e 20 men guar­ 
ding this place.” It was hopeless; this was fencing, Curtice 
knew. The Russian was operating on a timetable of communica­ 
tion; after he knew the initial power lines were laid, the story 
would be made known, the President permitted to leav e. The 
delays were “unav oidable”, any objections would be politely 
listened to but not heard. And Nikolayev had an edge; 
America’s first black secretary of state had to show himself as 
calm and cool, with no bombast. The explosion that might be 
allowed a white would be criticized in a black; a subtle edge, 
but one the Sov iet foreign minister was ready to exploit. 
Nikolayev , he knew, would not be pushed further, but four 
hours would not satisfy Lucas Cartwright, the President’s chief 
of staff, or Ericson, and he was beginning to worry more ail the 
time about how he would be sav aged by the American press for 
conceling the biggest news of the generation. Curtice could 
think of no other way out. He told himself that he was acting in 
the interests of getting the wounded President adequate 
medical care and of making public the facts. He played his hole 
card. 
In a different v oice, he said, “ 1 hav e just come from the 
bedside of the injured Secret Serv ice agent, Bok.” Curtice 
walked to the window and reminded himself that his words 
were probably being recorded, so he chose them with care. 
“ Agent Bok is not sure of his memory of the moments on the 
ground, as the attackers charged his position. His uncertainty is 
understandable, since he was bleeding from the grenade 
wounds, and ev erything was happening so fast” Curtice paused 
to let that element of uncertainty sink in. 
“He is not sure,” Curtice said slowly, "but he indicated that 
he thinks he remembers Secretary Kolkov crawling ov er to the 
President who was unconscious in the ditch. He thinks he 
recalls the secretary lying on top of the President, shielding 
him with his own body. " 
“He remembers that?" Nikolayev was weighing the 
possibilities in his mind. 
“His memory is hazy — after all, the agent is in pain, partly 
sedated. When he’s better, it could be he will remember that

Secretary Kolkov died an heroic death sav ing President Eric- 
son’s life. Or — 
Curtice shrugged — “he will remember that 
the secretary just died.” 
He let the Russian think it ov er. Curtice knew that the card 
he was playing was attractiv e to the foreign minister. If Kolkov 
died a hero, then Nikolayev , Kolkov ’s chosen successor, would 
be strengthened inside the Sov iet Union. The American 
secretary of state could not pretend to know what machinations 
were going on in Moscow at that moment, or the relativ e weight 
of the need for time against the introduction of the fact of 
Kolkov ’s herosim. Maybe, he allowed himself to worry, 
Nikolayev wanted to discredit Kolkov , that no herosim was 
desired. 
“ Ninety minutes," said Nikolayev . 
“ Immediately," snapped Curtice. He had won. 
“Thirty minutes.” 
“ Done” 


Sev en hours out of Yalta, as Air Force One began its des­ 
cent toward Lajes Field in the American Azores, Dr. Herbert 
Abelson gav e a nerv ous start when the buzzer on his wristwatch 
went off.

The board earlier deferred action on 
two similar subdiv isions: Sav age Acres 
at 84th and Dav ey Rd. and Finnigan's 
subdiv ision at 84th and Wov erly Rd. 
The delay s hav e occurred ^ ca use 
the board, at the instigation of Com­ 
missioner Bob Colin, has asked for an 
amendment to the county land subdiv i­ 
sion resolution requiring proof that a 


subdiv ision will not use water a t the 
ex pense of its neighbors. 
* 
ffeiser attempted to comply with a 
preliminary draft of the proposed 
regulation by hiring John Addink of Ad- 
dink Engineering Co., a water consul­ 
tant, to study the proposed plat. 
Addink told the commissioners that 
test wells showed a flow of eight to nine 
gallons per minute on the land to be 
dev eloped, and he said neighbors’ wells 
hav e an ev en better flow. 
"This thing's going to hav e water 100 
y ears from now,” Addink said. 
The area is not suitable for irriga­ 
tion, he noted, so farmers should not 
ex perience adv erse effects. 
Despite Addink's ev idence, howev er, 
the commissioners v oted unanimously 
to defer action until the new require­ 
ment is on the books. 
"It’s difficult to say y es to this one 
when we’v e hung two others up,” chair­ 
man Bruce Hamilton said.

A park lor the Salt Valley View 
neighborhood is still in the talking stage, 
Lincoln Hoard of Education members 
told a Salt Valley View association 
Tuesday. 
The neighborhood group asked the 
board to continue working with the city 
to establish a live-acre park on the 
school-owned land. The group also wants 
the board to keep the rest ol the lot’s 1’2 
acres lor a possible future elementary 
school 
The land, south of S 1st and S 14th 
streets and north of the Highway 2 
cutoH, IS now a weed problem and has 
not been mowed in several months, ac­ 
cording to Tom Engstroin, chairman of 
the neighborhood association, 
Hoard members did ask school ad­ 
ministrators to look into the mowing 
problem but gave no hint about any 
change in a decision on a future school 


building in that neighborhood. 
Current plans are to sell the land not 
used as a park to private buyers. 
Negotiations continue with the city on 
the purchase of the land for a park, Supt. 
ot Schools John Prasch told the group., 
In other business, a combined program 
lor about 500 junior and senior high 
school youth, called the special 
vocational needs program, will cost 
about $480,000 next year, according to an 
administration report. 
The program combines special 
counseling for potential dropouts in two 
junior high schools and Lincoln High 
School, the Lincoln Learning Center, an 
alternative program for senior high 
school students; a similar program for 
junior high school students, and the 
citywide work-study program 
The alternative schools for the junior 
and senior high school students and 


possibly the work-study staff will be in 
the Whittier School, Prasch said. 
Lincoln schools hope for about $241,000 
in federal and state funds for the com­ 
bined programs, he said. 


The only reservation about the 
programs was expressed by board 
member l.ou Roper who said, ” 1 want to 
make sure it (the alternative school 
program) is not a copout to academic 
learning,” 
In other action, the board appointed

Jackson, Wyo. (UPI) — A Nebraska Boy

The Omaha Boy Scout^ 
dropped their packs and fell to the ground to 


play dead, according to Joseph Shellenberger, 
park information officer 


The bear inspected a pack and then 
“ sniffed around Gould’s leg and put a single 
puncture wound about a quarter of an inch 
deep,” Shellenberger said. The boy was later 
treated for the minor wound, he said. 


Shellenberger said the incident could have 
been caused by a bear suspected of tearing 
though packs left by rock climbers in the 
Garnet Canyon area of the park. That canyon 
has been closed for more than a week.

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Health departments 
budget Is left short 


Grand Island (D PI) — Grand Island and Hall Coun­ 
ty Tuesday remained at odds over a budget for the 
operation of the city-county health department. 
The Hall County Board, which shares the cost of the 
department's operation with the city, Tuesday voted to 
stick by its original budget proposal of just over $127,000 
for the department’s operation during the 1977-78 fiscal 
year. 
The county’s share of the funding would be $63,500. 
However, the city council voted Monday night to 
pay a local share of $62,000, and neither side appeared 
willing to change its budget proposal. 
Kd Edwards, health department director, said the 
department needs at least $127,000 to operate, or he will 
have to cut several needed projects. 
He said he has made cuts in several areas to modify 
the $138,000 budget he proposed earlier. 
In taking action Tuesday, county board finance com­ 
mittee chairman Bernie Crick said, "If the city wants to 
break the contract with the county for health services, 
that's okay.’’ 
Board chairman R alph Herndon said, however, the 
county could not afford to finance the department alone. 
In approving its share of the budget Monday night, 
the city council said it wants to stay within a 9.77o 
budget increase range for all city spending projects. 
The county’s proposal would increase the 
department’s budget over last year about 127c. 


Planner blows cork 
over rejection of site 
Grand Island (U PI) — The city council Monday 
night rejected the Hall County R egional Planning Com­ 
mission s recommendation for a power plant site. A 
commission member Tuesday called the council a 
“ bunch of jugheads who don’t want to listen.” 
.John Webster, of Wool R iver, said he would never 
again vote on an issue involving Grand Island while on 
the 12-mernber planning commission. He noted the plan­ 
ning commission had rejected the council-approved site 
south of Grand Island between old and new U.S. 281 and 
recommended fhe council select an alternate site. 
“ The planning commission was provided for by the 
state Legislature by law for recommendations to the 
city council who has peanut butter in its ears,” Webster 
said. 
"And 1 11 guarantee you that I will not vote on any 
recommendation involving the City of Grand Island that 
goes up before the city council because I’m not going up 
there to make a fool of myself for a bunch of jugheads 
who don't want to listen.” 
Almost 200 residents packed the Monday night 
hearing, the largest crowd in recent memory to attend a 
council meeting. The council approved the site 4 to 3 
following three hours of testimony.

Grand Island (UP1) - The city council Monday 


night rejected the Hall County Regional Planning Com- 
mission's recommendation for a power plant site. A 
commission member Tuesday called the council a 
"bunch of jugheads who don't want to listen." 


John Webster, of Wood River, said he would never 


again vote on an issue involving Grand Island while on 
the 12-member planning commission. He noted the plan- 
ning commission had rejected the council-approved site 
south of Grand Island between old and new U.S. 281 and 
recommended foe council select an alternate site. 


"The planning commission was provided for by the 


state Legislature by law for recommendations to the 
city council who has peanut butter in its ears," Webster 
said.

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Carter oil tax wins approval 


Washington (AP) - The House Ways and 


Means Committee handed President Carter a 
major victory Tuesday by approving a new oil tax 
aimed at forcing energy conservation by raising 
prices. 


One effect of the tax would be to raise the price 


of gasoline by 7 6 cents a gallon by 1981. 


The vote for a substitute crude-oil tax similar to 


the one offered by Carter was 21 to 16, with 
Republicans and oil-state Democrats opposing it. 
The panel has yet to consider the President's plan 
to refund proceeds from that tax to consumers 


However, in three votes the committee made 


clear it does not favor turning over a share of the 
tax revenue to the oil industry as a production in- 
centive. 


The victory was the biggest yet for Carter since 


the Ways and Means Committee began con- 
sidering his energy-tax program. He suffered 
three major defeats in the committee last week. 


Carter's press secretary, Jody Powell, said 


after the vote that the President was "extremely 
pleased by what he termed the 'courageous ac- 
tion1 taken by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, action taken in the face of an intense lob- 
bying campaign by the oil industry." 


Powell said Carter hoped the committee action 


"will be maintained in future consideration by the 
Congress." 


Some administration officials have viewed the 


crude-oil tax as a more important part of the 
Carter energy program than the standby gasoline 
tax and rebates for buyers of gas-efficient cars, 
which were defeated, and the tax on gas-guzzling 
cars, which was watered down by the committee. 


The crude-oil tax would take effect in three 


stages, starting in 1978. Eventually, the price of 
oil produced in the United States would be raised 
to the world price. U.S. production now ranges in 
price from $5 25 a barrel to $l!.28.The world price 
averages about $13 50 


The Carter administration estimates the new 


tax would save up to 200,000 barrels of oil a day in 
1980, rising to double that amount by 1985. Current 
use is about 17.4 million barrels a day. 


Rather than give the tax back to taxpayers, the 


oil industry advocates turning over a share of the 
money to producers, in an effort to increase 
exploration for more oil. The committee defeated 
three attempts to earmark the money for 
producers 


The key vote was 21 to 16 against a plan by Rep. 


Joe Waggonner, D-La , that would have provided 
a federal subsidy of up to $2.5 billion a year for 
producers. 


Earlier in the day, Laurence Woodworth, assis- 


tant secretary of the treasury, said Carter con- 
siders such proposals "a ripoff of the American 


consumer and wholly unjustified." 


"I can't think of anything from our standpoint 


that would be worse," Woodworth said. 


The 16 votes for the Waggonner subsidy were 


cast by the 12 Republicans on Uie panel and four 
oil-stale Democrats. 


Carter wants most of the money from the tax, 


which by 1980 would total $14 billion a year, to be 
given back to Americans. The first share of the 
money would go to refund higher prices of home 
heating oil that would result from the tax. Most of 
the remainder would be returned across-the- 
board as credits against federal income taxes. 


This would mean a cut in income taxes of $45 to 


$50 per person, or up to $200 a year for a four- 
member family. The "rebates" would go equally 
to every person, regardless of whether or not he 
conserved energy. 


Oil industry supporters have several other ideas 


on how the money should be used. One of them, 
drawn up by congressional technicians, would 
amount to a subsidy of about $2.5 billion a year for 
oil producers The idea would be to let producers 
keep more of their money so it would be "plowed 
back" into the search for more oil. 


Woodworth said Carter is "unilaterally opposed 


to any plowback (credit) and feels it is totally un- 
called for and unjustified." 


Wocdworth was criticized by a committee 


member, Rep. Bill Archer, R-Tex.. for using 
"inflammatory political rhetoric." Archer said, 
"All we're talking about is trying to raise ad- 
ditional capital" for the oil industry. 


Woodworth said it is essential that money 


collected by the crude oil tax go back to con- 
sumers. "If it is not refunded, consumers' income 
will be less and that will have serious economic 
effects," he said. 


As envisioned by Carter, the new crude oil tax 


would be paid by refiners when oil is purchased 
from producers. The refiners would be expected 
to pass along the higher cost, and eventually it 
would mean higher prices for fuel, plastics and 
many other consumer products. 


Under the alternative considered by the com- 


mittee, the oil producer — who actually pumps oil 
out of the ground — would get the big tax break 
while not having to pay any of the new tax. 


"That 'refundable plowback' is just a 


euphemism for giving them something they don't 
pay," said Rep. Sam Gibbons, D-Fla. 


As outlined by the committee staff. Oil 


Producer X could get a check from the federal 
government for up to 20 per cent of the tax the 
refiner would pay on X's oil if certain conditions 
were met. The main condition would require the 
producer to invest more than 40 per cent of his oil 
and gas income in the search for more oil.

Doctor races snails, loses

Anchorage, Alaska (AP) — Dr. Robert 


Mallm raced snails and lost — a total of 295 
pounds. 


Eleven months ago, Mallm weighed 490 


pounds. Today, after racing more than 5,000 
miles on an exercise bike against the snails 
in his fish tank, he's down to 195. 


"The magic is you've got to be motivated. 


And even then the going isn't easy," said 
Mallin, who combined hard work on the bike 
with a diet restricted to 400 calories a day. 


He's mighty proud of the feat, calling the 


huge loss in weight "the outstanding 
achievement of my life." 


The plastic surgeon said a friend's poor 


health led him to the conclusion. "By 
George, I'm mortal, too. I'm going to die." 


Deciding that being 37 years old "was 


better than the alternative," he went to an 
internist and said: "Here I am. Do me." 


A full range of tests showed high blood 


pressure was the only harmful consequence 
of his obesity thus far. He took medication 
to bring his blood pressure down, but took 
no other drugs during the weight reduction 
program. 


Ordinarily, doctors advise against rapid 


weight loss. But in Mallin's case, the weight 
was a bigger risk. 


Now that it's over, Mallin said. "I think 


I'm normal." He trimmed his waist from 64 
inches to 34 and his jacket size from 60 to 42. 


To keep from going back up he has had 


reorient his life. "Doing it is hard," he con- 
ceded, though there are benefits: 


—His daughters no longer are em- 


barrassed when he comes to pick them up at 
school. 


—He comes home from work ready to go, 


instead of ready to sleep. 


—He can easily find chairs big enough to 


sit in. 


—He likes himself. 
Mallin's story begins in childhood, as a 


member of the '"clean plate club." He went 
from being "chunky to stocky to stout." By 
adulthood he weighed 230 pounds. 


He gained an additional 260 pounds after 


his family moved to Alaska and he rose 
from a "struggling, starving resident" to 
success. 


Splurging on big meals and eating out was 


"a way to show success."' And some thought 
fat people were "jolly." But, said Mallin, 
"Generally, fat people are sad." He said he 
hopes his children learned from his anguish 
and will be "spared ... the sadness." 


Looking back, he said. "I often wonder 


how I did it," believing at the same time the 
adage that "under every fat man is a thin 
man trying to break out." 


Drop in school 
taxes expected

Lincoln taxpayers may be paying less in real estate taxes next 


year to support the public school system, according to budget es- 
timates. 


The 1977-78 mill levy for Lincoln Public Schools may drop by 


one mill over this year's 57 54 levy, according to Schools Supt John 
Prasch. 


A more than 67o expected increase in property valuation and a 


possible SI 3 million jump in state aid above the current S5.4 
million will help offset budget increases, according to Robert Den 
Hartog, associate superintendent for business 


Much of the school's budget increases are tied up in the 8 6^0 


average raise in teacher's salaries The board is expected to vole 
on a similar 8.6% increase for the nonteaching staff and ad- 
ministration during a June 28 meeting. 


The largest single portion of the more than $40 million budget is 


instructional salaries, anticipated at $26.5 million, up more than $2 
million from this year. Instructional salaries go to teachers, prin- 
cipals and counselors 


The wage increase would give beginning principals an $820 an- 


nual increase, and would raise nonteaching salaries 21 to 40 cents 
an hour. 


Surrounded by large loose-leaf folders, piles of paper covered 


with typed figures and Styrofoam coffee cups, the Lincoln Board of

New board member Milan Wall questioned the budget review 


method where board members get little review on the effec- 
tiveness of money spent on past programs. 


The suggested increase in staff development was questioned 


by Lou Roper, who said that speaking out against staff develop- 
ment "is like talking against motherhood. But we have to use some 
reason. There is a limit to how much time teachers and principals 
can be out of their buildings." 


A public hearing on the school's budget is tentatively set for 


July 11.

Moscow (AP) — Soviet security police 


grilled Los Angeles Times correspondent 
Robert C Toth for more than four hours 
Tuesday after he was accused of gathering 
secret information and barred from 
leaving the country. 


Toth was allowed to leave Moscow's 


Lefortovo prison, where the interrogation 
took place, but he said the KGB major who 
questioned him told him to return for 
more interrogation Wednesday. He was 
not told the charges against him. 


fn a note to the U S Embassy, the Soviet 


foreign ministry said the 48-year-old jour- 
nalist "has been engaged i n . . . the collec- 
tion of secret information of a political 
and military character " 


While an investigation continues, "his 


departure from Moscow . . 
is not 


desired," the note said 


Toth had planned to leave Moscow wih 


his wjfe and three children Friday, ending 
a three-year tour here He said that during 
the interrogation he was given no indica- 
tion whether his scheduled departure 
would be delayed 


In Washington, the White House said 


President Carter was "quite concerned" 
about the Toth case 


The White House made public portions 


of a formal protest lodged with Soviet of- 
ficials that complained of "a persistent ef- 
fort by Soviet authorities to harass and in- 


timidate American correspondents in the 
exercise of their profession." 


While House press secretary Jody 


Powell's quoting of the protest note 
marked a departure from normal 
diplomatic practice, which is to keep such 
communications secret. 


The note said that the detention of Toth 


"cannot be considered in the best interests 
of normal U S -U.S.S R. relations." 


It said the action was "inconsistent with 


commitments undertaken by the Soviet 
government" in the Helsinki accord, 
"which calls for the participating states to 
increase the opportunity for journalists to 
communicate directly with their sources 
and reaffirms the correct, legitimate pur- 
suit of their professional activity as jour- 
nalists " 


Powell, when asked about possible 


retaliation against Soviet correspondents 
in Washington, replied, "We certainly do 
not intend to violate people's rights to 
legitimately pursue the news." 


Powell said any additional steps the U S. 


government might take, beyond protests 
delivered in Moscow and in Washington, 
would "depend upon events." 


The State Department called the Soviet 


treatment of Toth "unwarranted in- 
terference in the legitimate work of the 
journalist. 


"Based on our knowledge of the facts we 


see nothing in Totli's activities that could 
be considered incompatible with his 
legitimate journalistic status and ac- 
tivities " 


The chairman of the Republican party, 


Bill Brock, accused the Soviet Union of "a 
chilling revival of the Cold War." In a 
telegram to Soviet Ambassador Analoly 
Dobrynin, Brock said Toth should be per- 
mitted to leave the U S S R immediately 


Toth said his interrogation had to do en- 


tirely with an incident last Saturday when 
he was seized on the street by five KGB 
security policemen just after receiving a 
document from a Soviet scientist about 
parapsychology, the study of mental 
telepathy and extrasensory perception. 


He was also interrogated for three hours 


Saturday 


Tolh said he had been introduced to the 


scientist, Valery G Petyukhov, six 
months ago, and that Petyukhov 
telephoned him Saturday to offer his arti- 
cle. 


Robert Gibson, foreign editor of the 


Times, said in Los Angeles that the 
newspaper was "shocked and dismayed" 
by the decision not to allow Toth to leave 
the Soviet Union "and to subject him to 
accusations and interrogation in connec- 
tion with his legitimate journalistic ac- 
tivities "

City sells her $30,000 home for $173.70 


Los Angeles (AP) - When 


WilliaV Moore of Watts didn't 
pay a streetlight assessment, 
the city in effect sold her $30,- 
000 home for $173 70 and now 
she faces eviction. 


Her plight is stirring a court 


test of a law which one legal 
aid lawyer calls "a boondoggle 
for speculators " 


The 66-year-old state law 


was intended to make street 
improvement easier But in 
the past year alone, the Legal 
Aid Foundation says, it has 
cost 143 Los Angeles County 
residents their homes 


"It's unbelievable that all 


this is happening," said Mrs 
Moore, a 53 year-old hospital 
clerk who, according to at- 
torney Ron Javor, bought the 
duplex for $30,000 in 1955 and 
paid it off in 1962 


"ft's like waking up after a 


dream and all the parts don't 
fit I'm praying for my home 
every day," she said 


Statewide, according to 


Legal Aid lawyer Stan DiOrio,1 
"very easily we could be 
talking about several hundred 
(home losses) a year" 


The problem, says DiOno, is 


that the law "does not provide 
adequate and clear notice for 
homeowners and taxpayers, 
(it) provides a boondoggle for 
speculators " 


The Legal Aid Society is 


helping Mrs Moore sue the 
city in county Superior Court 
on grounds that the Improve- 
ment Act of 1911 allows proper- 
ty sales far below real value 
without enough notice to 
owners 


The society also says there 


isn't enough recourse, such as 
hearings 


Four of Mrs Moore's six 


children 
and 
two 


grandchildren live with her 
DiOno said she has dutifully 
paid property taxes of about 
$250 a year — even since the 
house was taken away 


The trouble began when the 


city put lights on her street in 
1971 and assessed the 
residents Mrs Moore said she 
saw no need for the lights and 
ignored her bill — originally 
$12160 


She says she was told by 


Councilman John Gibson she 
would have 10 years to pay, but 
Gibson's office says it warned 
her she had to pay 


She ignored foreclosure 


notices, and the assessment 
bill was sold in 1974 for $173 70 
— the assessment plus such 
costs as interest — and was 
later resold to Pauline Rust for 
$500 Mrs Moore said she was 
unaware of either sale until an 
eviction notice arrived in 
January 


She has refused to move, and 


DiOno says the current owner 
has now offered to sell the 
home back to Mrs Moore for 
$6,000 rather than market 
value "I guess it was her way 
of being nice," he said 


Under the law, property 


owners have 30 days to pay an 
assessment or to make 
arrangements to pay it in in- 
stallments over as much as 10 
years If they don't, the city 
treasurer s office can sell the 
unpaid bill to anyone in- 
terested and must notify the 
home owner within 30 days of 


Last man who fled

Douglas Shelton 32, was recaptured about 9 a m by guard 


Sammy Joe Chapman Shelton, Ray and and Ray's cellmate, 
Earl Hill Jr , are believed by prison officials to have planned 
the breakout 


But Warden Stonney Lane said in connection with that theory 


"I don t think we 11 ever know for sure They are the only ones 
who really know and they aren't saying anything ' 


A lawyer for Ray, the confessed slayer of Martin Luther King 


Jr, said his client denied participation in the planning The 
lawyer also said he didn't think Ray had outside help 


Lane said a small map of the immediate area cut out of a 


state highway map and $290 were found on Ray after his capture 
Monday 


In Ray's left front pocket, officers found a wad of $80 in a 


rubber band, Lane said The remainder was located during a 
strip search before a physical examination in the prison infir- 
mary 


The warden said inmates are allowed to have up to $70 in cash 


but guards routinely find more money in cells than the rule 
allows 


Ray was paid $35 at the first of each month for work in the 


prison laundry He was also entitled to draw ?35 in the middle of 
each month from a prison account provided each prisoner for 
income from relatives and prison work Money also changes 
hands among the inmates for various purposes, including 
gambling, Lane said 


Shelton's capture kept unblemished the maximum security 


prison's record of no successful escapes Officials said the hunt 
had been the biggest in state history, involving 175 searchers 
and costing $175,000 in overtime pay alone 


Shelton was found after a van he stole in the Beech Fork area 


of Anderson County ran off a state highway and over an em- 
bankment as guards gave chase 


Officials said Larry Phillips, the owner of the van, had just 


gotten in when he was grabbed from behind and thrown out by 
Shelton, hiding in the back Shelton was caught about 18 miles 
down the winding highway from where Ray was captured and 
about 7 miles northeast of the prison

Lincoln water rates: 
no uproar needed 


If Lincoln water rates become 


another celebrated uproar, the City 
Council and mayor will have no one to 
blame but themselves The city has two 
basic things to remember and if it 
remembers them, the problems ought to 
be minimal. 


Water rates need to be fair and they 


need to encourage conservation. Those 
two objectives ought not to be overly dif- 
ficult to achieve with something 
as 


relatively simple as a municipally owned 
water system 


The mayor and .council should listen 


to the suggestions of the Chamber of 
Commerce, as that organization has now 
volunteered But the city should follow 
those suggestions only to the extent that 
they serve the ends of fairness and con- 
servation 


The chamber appears to be pushing 


for an old principle in utility affairs — 
rates closely related to the cost of ser- 
vice There are a number of faults with 
that sxstem 


For one thing, the cost of service can 


be argued until doomsday without 
evervone coming to agreement on what 
it is For another, the principle is not 
necessanh fair, as it rewards all the big 
consumers of water and punishes the 
smaller user That is not a concept with 
w h i c h e v e r y o n e w i l l agree o n 
philosophical grounds 


Also, the cost of service principle 


does nothing to encourage conservation. 
If your water rate goes down as you use 
more of the product, you are not inclined 
to be careful of your usage. 


In setting rates, it would behoove 


the city to take a look, too, at the 
matter of public understanding. If the 
people cannot understand what is 
happening to them in the area of their 
water bills, they will agajn be up in arms 
over the situation, as they were last 
summer. 


There is no need for radical changes 


in rates that leave people confused, skep- 
tical and angry. If the city cannot es- 
tablish rates, with periodic adjustments, 
that meet expenses in an orderly fashion • 
over the years then it simply is incompe- 
tent. 


The chamber has suggested an out- 


side consultant to study the rates. This 
doesn't make us jump for joy but if the 
city is unable to do its own arithmetic, 
then such a consultant is what we are 
likely to get. 


But if we do, the city should bear in 


mind that consultants come, too, with 
their built-in prejudices and notions of 
the right and wrong ways of doing things. 
You can bet your bottom dollar that a 
consultant who believes in the cost of 
service principle is going to produce the 
figures to support that principle. 


People are slow starters 


While the water rate controversy 


continues in Lincoln, and as water 
(ustomers here are gelling used to the 
liigher billings of the lasl two years or so, 
ur westerners are laboring under the 
burden of severely diminished supplies 
oi water and punitive rates for excessive 
use 


The waler problems in the coastal 


•-tales were brought on by the same 
general drought conditions affecting 
much of the \mcncanwest but residen- 
tial users in the tar western states are 
being harder h i t at present than 
i ustomers, in our area 
For the most 


part 
the victims are behaving ad- 


mirably in response to the water shor-

Most of the nation is aware by now of 


many of the horror stones: dry reser-

past a second penalty billing, the 
authorities come in and turn your water 
nil 
Life styles have been altered in

nothing is washed less frequently, as 
are bodies The kids might skip a bath

Swimming pools afe 
drained less often and many are not 
filled Cars remain caked with the grime 
of the road. Less meticulous attention is

For many, life remains much the 


same, except that it is less comfortable 
and not so squeaky clean The water 
shortage has ruined or severely hurt 
others. 


Two points can be made from this 


When conservation is demanded, people 
come through like champions. Even in 
affluent Mann County, California, where 
people are proud and protective of their 
easy-going, wasteful lifestyles, the water 
conservation goal is being achieved — 
and then some. 


The second point: you have to hit 


people on the head to get their attention. 
In other parts of the west, where 
rationing is only in the talking stages, ef- 
forts are being made to make people 
aware of the possible need to ration and 
they are encouraged to conserve volun- 
tarily. But there is generally only a 
vague awareness of crisis 


Ideally, of course, those who still 


have plenty of water would learn from 
those who don't before the shortage hits 
xvith full impact Perhaps then the crisis 
xvould not be so severe in impact, either 
physically or psychologically. 


The same xvould apply to the energy 


crisis. We know by example that people 
can conserve — water or gasoline, it 
makes no difference — xvhen the need 
arises and still lead a life much like at 
present. Why wait? Why not. In effect, 
close the barn door before the critters 
escape, rather than after?

the TV stations gush about how their 
anchormen are outstanding "nexvsmen." One 
of the anchormen is constantly agonizing 
about how he is overwhelmed with the need to 
be "out on the street." where things are 
happening 
He docs not explain why he 


doesn t go out on the streets, since he has this 
craxmg to be there. I mean, it is no big deal. 
Millions of ordinary people get out on the 
street every day. Vet, he remains in the 
studio, sitting in front of the camera, while 
allegedly pining away for the street 


The fact is. most of the city's anchormen 


would not know a news Story if it came up and 
hit them on the ear. Most of them haxe never 
been seen covering an actual news event or 
writing a simple news story. 


Their primary talent is being able to 


speak without stuttering or drooling If they 
have a lull head of hair, a congenial grin, and 
the ability to read a simple sentence written 
by someone else, they arc on their way to 
stardom 


The average TV reporter isn't much 


more advanced Once Ihe camera crew has 
dnvcn him to the story, and Ihc producer has 
pointed him in the right direction, and he has 
asked the inevitable first question — "How do 
xou Iccl about...?" — he begins running out 
of thoughts 


The bc^t measure of TV news is the deep 


concern given the weather report By dialing 
HTjfi-3212 in Chicago you can gel the same in- 
formation On mast days you can slick jour 
head out the door and get an idea of what the 
weather will be

Washington - Thus far. President Carter has made 272 


high-ranking political appointments. Of that number, only 35 
have been women - or just 13 per cent of those named. 


This disappointing record is part of a pattern of Ad- 


ministration indifference to persisting legal, economic and 
social discrimination against women. During his campaign, 
the President vowed to fight for equal rights for women. 
Now that he is in office he is treating the problem with little 
more'than benign neglect.

President Carter supports the Equal Rights Amend- 


ment, but White House efforts to push the measure in 
several state legislatures earlier this year were so clumsy 
they hurt the cause more than they helped. And he rejected 
pleas from women's groups that he discuss the subject in a 
televised fireside chat and that he beef up the one-person 
White House office currently assigned to the amendment. 


The White House is not visibly working for any of the 


major pieces of legislation in Congress which would es- 
pecially affect women's interests nor has it proposed any 
major measures of its own in the area. 


President Carter said during the campaign he supported 


a comprehensive child-care bill to ease the burden on 
working mothers. He has demonstrated no further interest in 
it, although Vice President Walter Mondale was an original 
sponsor of the bill 


He has not lobbied for a bill pending in Congress which 


would expand the scope of the Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Commission and grant it broader enforcement 
powers. (He did, however, name the first woman EEOC 
chairman, after an unbroken string of five black male 
chairmen ) 


He has said he will sign a bill to override a Supreme 


Court ruling that companies need not include pregnancy in 
employee disability plans, even if they include male-only dis- 
abilities. But he also said he will not lobby for it. 


Carter opposes the inclusion of abortion in any new 


national health insurance plan. 


Carter has never issued a new directive for the Justice . 


Department's task force on sex discrimination, set up by 
President Ford to search out inequitable laws governing all 
U S. programs and policies. His Administration requested 
only sufficient budget for a staff of seven for the office, 
although the Justice Department estimates it would take a 
staff of 28 more than two years to do the massive overhaul of 
the laws 


In summary, President Carter may be sympathetic to 


women's desire for equal rights but he's apparently not 
prepared to do a whole heck of a lot about it.

He asks too much 


Saturday morning was waking up to 


distressing news President Carter, 
said the papers, wanted to rally public 
opinion. Rallying public opinion on a 
weekend in June is almost unheard of 
It made you wonder if the President 
had a firm grip on the calendar. 


September is for starting wars, Oc- 


tober is for making ridiculous 
promises. November is for cutting the 
budget. December is for rebuilding the 
Cabinet. January is for refusing to keep 
the promises you made in October, 
February is for fund-raising dinners 
and March — March, not June — is for 
tallying public opinion. 


June is for leaving people alone so 


they can fish, get married, graduate 
the children, wax the car, watch 
baseball and make the seasonal switch 
to gin and tonic Asking a person to ral- 
lx his public opinion during the one 
month allotted to tending to life's 
necessities is an imposition justifiable 
only under the gravest circumstances. 


And so. on being awakened xvjth the 


crv. • Rise and rally'" I was inclined to 
sulk. The truth is that my public 
opinions have been in pleasantly low 
supply lately. All through April and 
May, though constantly exposed to 
public events, my opinion-formation 
glands had produced only three or four 
opinions worth mentioning at the 
dinner table

I had thought of consulting a doctor, 


but decided this wasn't necessary since 
most of the public events about which I 
was not having opinions were probably 
without the slightest significance. What 
then was so vital that the President 
wanted to rally me to opimonation in 
June9 


The papers detailed the bad news. It 


was the energy crisis again. I have 
struggled for the past four years to 
have a decent opinion about the energy 
cns\s, without success. Over the years 
I have had every possible opinidn about 
the energy crisis, and liked none of 
them The truth is that having a com- 
mendable opinion about the energy 
crisis is one of those things 1 am simply 
unable to do, like waltzing, playing the 
violin or understanding differential 
calculus. 


When the President asked Congress a 


few weeks ago for heavy new laws to 
cope with the energy crisis, I had a 
terrible feeling that he would eventual- 
ly ask me to rally my opinion on the 
matter. Recently, however, a close 
study of the Washington news had 
suggested the ordeal might be es- 
capable. 


Congress in its preliminary com- 


mittee work seemed to be doing a 
splendid job of eliminating the energy 
crisis The energy crisis threatened to 
saddle us with higher gasoline taxes, 
and one committee had dispelled the 
threat by refusing to levy these taxes. 


The energy crisis had threatened to 


hold doxvn the profits of our natural gas 
industry, and a committee had 
eliminated the threat by freeing gas 
prices of federal regulation. 


The energy crisis had threatened to 


tax big cars so heavily that only the* 
rich could own a big car. and the com- 
mittee had reduced the threat by post- 
poning the tax for at least a year. 


The situation seemed as harmonious 


as anything in government ever can be. 
The President had identified the 
foremost threat of our age — the 
energy crisis — and Congress in a few 
short weeks had made great strides 
toward eliminating it. 


Now, however. President Carter was 


insulting Congress 
Instead of 


eliminating the crisis, he was saying. 
Congress had sold out to the oil and 
auto lobbies. This cruel characteriza- 
tion was said to be the signal for public 
opinion to rally against what Congress 
had done so far 


In principle, one should rally, I sup- 


pose. Opinion must be rallied, even 


when opinion is total befuddlement. 
Still, one feels unfairly treated by being 
asked to r a l l y in June. The 
Congressional process is Byzantine in 
its complications and early committee 
actions are often nothing more than the 
staking out of outrageous bargaining 
positions to be abandoned in the fall 


The President would doubtless like to 


keep us rallied throughout the summer, 
but it is a harsh demand. The patience 
of Congress and its lobbyists is as the 
patience of the Pentagon. All know how 
to ride for months, for years if 
necessary, before storms of rallied 
public opinion, knowing that they will 
have their way once the storm is 
exhausted. 


Is it wise for the President to rally us 


to opinionize so early in the game' And 
in June, of all seasons? If public opinion 
spends the summer rallied against the 
Congress under the power of oil, 
asphalt, auto and labor, how can the 
President expect to keep it interested 
later in the year when he will need it 


" for heavy combat? 


The attention span of public opinion 


these days is roughly five days long. A 
president rallying it for a 60-day stand 
is at risk of showing up at Gettysburg 
with no troops. I am going to wax the 
gas guzzler and worry later about the 
energy crisis sending it to the 
junkyard.

I 
believe what realiy scares 
business people is the provi- 
sion that if the consumer ad- 
vocates do not get their own 
way before regulatory agen- 
cies, they may then tie the 
whole thing up in litigation 
which could be dragged on 
endlessly with the result that 
the consumer advocate would 
nave a power almost of life or 
death over the "enemy". To 
grant such power to anyone, no 
matter bow good, how wise, 
how reasonable or bow sensi- 
ble would be a serious mistake. 


To gree sw* power to people 


who at best represent on!; one 
segment of "consumers'" and 
who frequently fail to see 
harmful long term affects of 
proposals that appear attrac- 
tive to their precious "con- 
sumers" on a short term basis, 
would be a disaster 


I am extremely gratified 


that a Congress that is 
regarded as somewhat liberal 
can have the good sense to let 
tins bomb die Perhaps enough 
of our lawmakers have finally 
seen some of the harmful 
effects of government m- 
Icrvcntion in the market place 
and have seen enough of the so 
called consumer advocates and 
the opinions they bold to be 


reluctant to give them the 
power to have their own way or 
to tie things up in the courts as 
long as they care to do so if 
they don't get their own way. 
Otherwise, why would con- 
gress pass up two sure fire 
crowd pleasers in one 
package: Anti business and pro 
consumerism? 


It is too bad the average con- 


sumer doesn't .realize the 
power he already has when he

police were hired to enforce 
are, many times, not morally 
enforceable laws. For exam- 
ple, a common law which most 
are familiar with is the man- 
datory speed limit and toe en- 
forcement practices mat go 
with it. Speed limits are 
designed to provide a safe 
maximum speed for autos OB 
roads according to surface, 
width, location. "Hie law should 
provide guidelines for safe 
travel, but just as in a case of 
criminal justice, should only 
provide punishment for 
proveable offenses against 
another m regard to life, liber- 
ty, property. 


This is not tbe procedure, 


however. Police comringly con- 
struct speed traps designed not 
to promote justice, but to in- 
duce guilt for breaking a non- 


objective speed law. Enforce- 
ment officials and lawmakers 
try to justify these laws, and 
others (like OSHA) like them 
on POTENTIAL harm to life 
and property (I stress the 
"potential", because, as in 
criminal justice, the "poten- 
tial" and the "actual" are 
worlds apart: you "poten- 
tially" face death every second 
of your life). It is those of such 
"potential" mentality who 
have destroyed the concept of 
justice.

plan recently which stopped 
subdivision building. Gretna is 
considering a similar plan 


All three communities face 


problems stemming from ur- 
ban sprawl 


Kohlhaase said the number 


of building permits in Elkhorn 
increased more than tenfold 


between 1965 and 1975, while 
the community's population 
has grown from 1,100 to more 
than 1,600 in the past five 
years 


some 1,200 lots platted in the 
Elkhorn School District. 


The mayor said the growth 


has put a strain on city ser- 
vices, such as a new sewer 
plant installed in 1975 which 
was supposed to handle city 
needs until 1985 It already 
sometimes runs at capacity, 
Kohlhaase said 


Planning adviser Mils 


Kawamoto outlined the 
Elkhorn proposal and said it 


and its one-mile zoning limit 


He said there would be a 


"statement of moratorium" on 
the platting and zoning of new 
homes "for a long enough 
period of time to achieve a con- 
trol level " He said the 
moratorium might be for 6 to 
12 months.

within the Elkhorn zoning 
limits He said it would be 
senseless to adopt the proposal

Kohlhaase and Kawamoto 


agreed They said they had 
been told the county is taking 
an interest. 


Kawamoto said Douglas 


County's planning commission 
is approving no new home plats 
or zoning in its limits.

The general 
questions in your column are fine, but 
maybe you could help these people by prin- 
ting a set of guidelines on how to ask and 
get answers from a physician. — A

The problem of communication between 


doctors and patients is as old as medicine 
itself. 


The answer is not as simple as it first 


appears. Most physicians agree with you 


that an informed patient is a better 
patient. But the barriers to full understan- 
ding are formidable. In the first place, 
diagnosis is often a long procedure. There 
are times when the doctor does not know 
or is unsure about things. At times he (or 
she) 
may feel he knows but is not sure 


enough to say. Often the patient is reluc- 
tant to seek information for a variety of 
reasons. He may be unequipped to unders- 
tand medical terms or may not want to 
know. 


The doctor may be hard put to explain in 


understandable non-technical language 
just what is wrong or what he suspects is 
wrong. Often he may not have enough time 
for a detailed explanation.

Lethal 
stolen 


Kansas City (AP) — A large quantity of pesticides, stolen 


over the weekend from an exterminating company, could spell 
disaster if found by children'or unsuspecting adults, a federal 
official said Tuesday. 


John Wicklund, director of the Environmental Protection 


Agency, said two of the chemicals stolen from the Getz Exter- 
minating Co. pose an extreme danger if found by persons not 
familiar with them. 


A similar warning came from Thomas Stickney, Getz 


manager, who told police that some of the chemicals are "so in- 
tense that a small portion could reach a large number of per- 
sons" — with fatal results. 


Wicklund said one of the chemicals, phostoxin pellets, are 


in a canister and form an extremely dangerous gas lethal to 
humans in very'small doses when exposed to air. He said the 
chemical is used to fumigate closed spaces, such as buildings or 
rail cars, after precautions have been taken to keep humans and 
animals from being exposed. 


Wicklund said the second chemical, methyl bromide, is 


lethal to humans if inhaled at a concentration of 200 parts gas in 
a million parts of air. 


He said the gravest danger would be if the chemicals were 


discarded and found by children.

director at the University of Alabama-Bir- 
mingham 


The move to a school with no existing 


athletic program, first rumored last week, 
became official Monday 


"I was really surprised when Coach Bartow 


first told me he was considering the job," said 
Marques Johnson, UCLA's All-Amencan 
senior forward Johnson, who was in New York 
with Bartow to receive a Most Valuable Player 
award last week, said, "He talked about it with 
my Father (Jeff) and me I was surprised at 
first, but after talking with him. I understood 
how he felt" 


Bob Boyd, the basketball coach at arch-rival 


Southern California, said, "I think it's fair to 
say Gene was uncomfortable coaching at 
UCLA 


"In college coaching, there's a lot of 


deviousness, and I found Gene Bartow not to be 
in the least devious," the USC coach said, not 
elaborating "I think he misjudged the impact 


of being the new coach at UCLA particularly 
being an outsider taking the job ' 


Bartow had a 52-9 record and won Pacific-8 


championships both of his two years at UCLA, 
but the Bruins failed to win the national cham- 
pionship, a feat Wooden's teams accomplished 
10 times m his last 12 years at the school. 


Johnson said Bartow had trouble making the 


adjustment from comparably 
low-pressure 


coaching jobs at Illinois and M e m p h i s 
State to the Bruins job in media-rich and 
victory-conscious Los Angeles 


"I think the fans were a little harsh on him, 


as was the press," Johnson said "Just look at 
our record I think the players expected the 
criticism because we didn't go all the way, but 
he was surprised it was so strong 


"Some of us had been around during the 


Wooden years, and I remember even he drew a 
lot of criticism a couple of years ago when we 
lost two straight in Oregon " 


Bartow's decision to take the A1 a b a m a- 


Birmingham job, Johnson said, was capped by 
the media attention after it was disclosed he 
was talking with Alabama-Birmingham 


Gary Cunningham, a former Wooden assis 


tant at UCLA and considered one of the top 
candidates to succeed Bartow. said he could 
cope with the pressure at UCLA, but added 
that he wasn't sure he wanted to

track meet after learning it would cost up to $1 000 plus 
expenses for each of the amateur track stars invited 


' The amateurs are pricing themseh es right out of the 


market," an official of a Miami Optimist club complained 
"We couldn t afford them ' 


The club reported that it recently canceled plans for the 


track meet after learning that such top amateurs as 
Dwight Stones and Filbert Baji would cost tne promoters 
$1.000 each, plus expenses 


Jimmy Carnes 
track and field chairman for the 


Amateur Athletic Union, admitted that athletes are getting 
high fees and other "under-the-table ' payments 


Carnes said that AAU rules allow athletes to accept 


money to cover expenses including air fare and hotel 
rooms, but forbid other payments from track promoters 
and sports equipment companies 


"We hear it all the time We hear 'so and so got $1.000 to 


run so and so got $500 to run,'' Carnes said "You'd have 
to have a force of people out to stop them " 


Carnes said that there is no way to prove such violations 


because the athletes promoters and equipment manufac- 
turers den> that any illegal money changed hands

'I wouldn t say that they (otner track and field stars) 


take a lot of money from promoters " Boit said ' What we 
are provided with most of the time is a ticket to go to the 
track meet and to return to the place you left from, plus $3 
to $5 every day for expenses ' 


Last year, sprinter Houston McTear was invited to run in 


Miami His coach accepted the imitation under the condi- 
tion that a S500 check be sent to cover airfare from Pen-

situation, blacking out all news reports, until his fellow leaders 
in the Politburo could be Informed and an immediate policy 
decided upon. Nikolayev was under enormous pressure: the 
slightest omission, the failure to act precisely as the man at the 
center would expect him to act, would open him to charges of 
misfeasance at a crucial moment. 


"Your formal protest is noted," said the Russian. 
"For Crissake, Vasily," Curtice almost shouted across the 


desk, "this is no formality, this is —" he groped before lamely 
settling for "- life and death." More than that, Curtice's 
reputation rested on his ability to negotiate them out of here 
posthaste, with the news blackout lifted. Every action, every 
movement, every moment's delay would be analyzed by 
reporters and historians for years, and the blame, he was deter- 
mined, would not be laid at his door. He felt a twinge of con- 
science at thinking of how he would look in this situation later, 
and returned to the pressure: "Every moment you sit on this 
powderkeg, the worse the explosion will be when the story 
breaks. Don't you see? You're making it worse." 


"The general secretary is dead," said the foreign minister. 


"What could be worse?" Curtice thought it best not to make a 
quick reply, and Nikolayev answered his own question: "It 
could be worse if your President were dead, I know. But he is 
not dying. In terms of his own life, which as you say is 
paramount, the needs of security are greater at the moment 
than the need for medical specialists." 


"We're not sure we're safe right here," Curtice pressed, a 


sense of helplessness mounting in the face of Nikolayev's rigid 
line. "What about an attack on the hospital? It could happen.

The explosion that might be 
allowed a white would be criticized in a black; a subtle edge, 
but one the Soviet foreign minister was ready to exploit.

"He remembers that?" Nikolayev was weighing the

Secretary Kolkov died an heroic death saving President Eric- 
son's life. Or —" Curtice shrugged — "he will remember that 
the secretary just died." 


He let the Russian think it over. Curtice knew that the card 


he was playing was attractive to the foreign minister. If Kolkov 
died a hero, then Nikolayev, Kolkov's chosen successor, would 
be strengthened inside the Soviet Union. The American 
secretary of state could not pretend to know what machinations 
were going on in Moscow at that moment, or the relative weight 
of the need for time against the introduction of the fact of 
Kolkov's herosim. Maybe, he allowed himself to worry, 
Nikolayev wanted to discredit Kolkov, that no herosim was 
desired. 


"Ninety minutes," said Nikolayev. 
"Immediately," snapped Curtice. He had won. 
"Thirty minutes." 
"Done." 


Seven hours out of Yalta, as Air Force One began its des- 


cent toward Lajes Field in the American Azores, Dr. Herbert 
Abelson gave a nervous start when the buzzer on his wnstwatch 
went off. He had promised Ericson he would wake him a half- 
hour before arrival, and only with that promise had the Presi- 
dent taken the sedation he needed. 


He had been wrong to take this job, Abelson thought. This 


was exactly the kind of life he had decided not to live, the reason 
why he had set aside the practice of medicine a few years back 
for the more orderly life of medical editor. He should never 
have let Encson talk him into the political life in the first place. 
"C'mon. Herb," the candidate had said. "It's just for the cam- 
paign. You'll see the play of power from the inside, and it's 
fascinating." And the campaign manager, that bastard Leigh, 
had assured him "the only thing you'll have to had out is aspirin 
and cold pills."

"All right, Herb, what do you think?" the President asked. 
The doctor passed his hands across the patient's eyes, back 


and forth a few times. No blinking. "You're stirring up a wind 
in front of my face, Herb, what do you think?" 


"Can you tell light from dark — I mean, the window's to 


your left, there's a lot of sun, but over here it's darker. Can you 
tell the difference?" 


"1 can't see a thing," the President said. "Not a goddam 


thing." 


"We'll be landing in the Azores in a minute," Abelson said 


quickly, "and the ophthalmologist from Bethesda is there 
waiting for us. He'll give us a diagnosis, we'll know a lot more. 
Concussion like this, could be a couple of days, you'll be as good 
as new." 


"How long was the last time?" 
"Forty-one hours." 
"The second time lasts longer?" 
"Jesus, Sven, I wish I knew," said the doctor. "The way it 


was was such a big secret, I was afraid to ask around. That's a 
very specialized field, a whole different branch of medicine." 


"We'll have to tell the truth about my condition when we 


land at Andrews," the President said. "In a calm way, just the 
temporary effect of the concussion. And in a couple of days I'll 
be out of it. That's not the problem. The problem is the last 
time " 


"You mean you don't want to tell the eye doctor about the 


last time?" 


"Not a word, Herb. I know what I'm doing. No hints, 


nothing Ever. Let's go over who else knows." 


"Buffie was in the compartment with you. She knows, and 


she's been very good. You and I know. And Harry Bok. And that 
bastard Leigh knew. That's all." Then he went over the people 
who probably should have been told but from whom it had been 
kept "Not even an eye doctor was told. Cartwright, Hennessey, 
Smilty, Melinda — not one of them knows. I haven't said a 
word." 


"Keep it that way," the President said, in a presidential- 


order voice. " I1 m going to tell Hennessy about the last time. Se- 
cond thought, you do it, when Hennessy comes aboard now. And 
Herb—" he reached behind him for a pillow, and the doctor 
moved to give his head the support he wanted — "if you have 
any questions ever about what to do, and you can't reach me for 
any reason, work with Hennessy." 


"You have to know something," Abelson said to Hennessy 


urgently \vhen the special counsel and the medical party met 
Air Force One at Lajes "The President has a problem." 


"It's this blindness business," said Hennessy, helping him 


along. 


"No. 1 mean, God knows that's problem, but there's 


something else that wasn't important before that makes 
everything worse. You remember the campaign train back in 
September, that great idea of that bastard Leigh to go back to 
politicking in the old style?" 


Mark Hennessy remembered it well but could not see how it 


was relevant at a moment like this, and he said so. 


"It's relevant as hell, counselor," the doctor said. "You 


remember how we canceled the schedule for the next two days 
while the candidate recuperated from his laryngitis? What 
happened was that Ericson was in his upper berth with Buffie, 
the photographer, between stops. When the damn engineer 
slammed on the brakes, Sven smashed his head into the end of 
the berth. Buffie started hollering and waving a naked arm 
through the curtains of the berth Harry Bok was right there, in 
the corridor, and he shut her up and got her out and came for 
me " 


"So'1" Hennessy couldn't get aggravated about the begin- 


nings of an Encson affair. 


"The candidate was unconscious for about an hour, and 


Leigh and Bok and 1 just sat around, they wouldn't let me call a 
hospital. Leigh insisted everybody freeze. He wouldn't even tell 
Smitty. He said he didn't want him to have to he. Me, he let lie. 


Finally, the spirits of ammonia got some results and Ericson 
came to. But lie couldn't see. We thought he'd gone blind. The 
first day, he could tell light from dark and the second day the 
pressure came off the nerve when the swelling went down, and 
he could see as well as ever. 


"This time lie can't tell light from dark yet And when these 


things happen more than once, it's not good. That's why I said 
the hell with it, this time I'd get an eye doctor before anybody 
stopped me. Carlwright passed the message on to Bethesda 
without arguing, he didn't know the background. Doesn't even 
now. The President said you were the only one to know, that you 
would be the honcho on this." 


"I have not even spoken to the President about this," 


Hennessey said slowly after a moment's thought, "but from 
what you tell me he told you, it seems that he is concerned that 
his enemies might use the campaign incident to try to drive him 
from office. It was unimportant then, but it becomes important 
now, as you said at the beginning. Very important. I'm not 
suggesting what you do, only that you think about it." He looked 
for another handle to help Herb shut up about this. "Think about 
the medical ethics, of telling outsiders more than your patient 
wants you to tell them about confidences vouchsafed to you un- 
der the doctor-palient relationship." 


Hennessy fell the enormity of the President's triple 


problem beginning to grip him. The threat of upheaval in the 
Soviet Union, or the Ihreat of vengeance against the people who 
would be blamed for the assassination, had to be foremost in the 
mind of the man elected to protect the nation's survival. 


And that was only the beginning of the problem for the 


President, Hennessy thought, putting himself in Ericson's 
shoes He was blinded — temporarily, probably, judging from 
the previous experience — but even for a few days, he would 
have to grope around physically as well as mentally, giving the 
appearance of disability, even paralysis, at a time when the 
situation cried out for the appearance of supreme ability. 


And then the complication: the concealment of the previous 


blindness. Hennessy turned that over and examined it. on the 
campaign train, it would have seemed vital to hide the fact that 
the President was playing around with a girl between whistle 
stops At this stage he could downplay the sex angle; after all 
the candidate was a divorcee or widower — depending on how 
you characterized the survivor of a woman who committed 
suicide on the day of her divorce. 


But that innocent concealment of the affair was not a 


suspicious concealment of a "previous blindness", inviting the 
charge that Ericson had failed to fully disclose his health before 
the election. That was no peccadillo, to be brushed off as fuel 
for gossips, but a substantive complaint about a false basis for 
assuming the reins of power. 


That reminded the lawyer of Roy Bannerman, the treasury 


secretary, who had been Ericson's rival for power in the party. 
If Bannerman were to learn of the previous blindness, perhaps 
he would be inclined lo mount a challenge to the President while 
he was still blinded, getting him to step aside, invoking the 
terms of the Letter to the Vice President, or even invoking the 
25th Amendment.

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Water rules delay development 
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By BobRttvw

.The Lancaster County Board has 
been postponing approval of rural sub- 
division development because a 
proposed water quantity standard has 
not yet been approved. 


Tuesday the board deferred action on 


an application by Harold Heiser to 
develop about 55 acres along West 
Fletcher St., just north of Pawnee 
Lake. 


The subdivision, "Pawnee Estates," 


would contain 14 lots — "a rather small 
development," said Heiser's attorney 
Jack Wolfe. 


The board earlier deferred action on 


two similar subdivisions: Savage Acres 
at 84th and Davey Rd. and^Finnigan's 
subdivision at 84th and Waverly Rd. 


The delays have occurred because 


the board, at the instigation of Com- 
missioner Bob Colin, has asked for an 
amendment to the county land subdivi- 
sion resolution requiring proof that a 


subdivision will not use water at the 
expense of its neighbors. 
* 


Heiser attempted to comply with a 


preliminary draft of the proposed 
regulation by hiring John Addink of Ad- 
dink Engineering Co., a water consul- 
tant, to study the proposed plat. 


Addink told the commissioners that 


test wells showed a flow of eight to nine 
gallons per minute on the land to be 
developed, and he said neighbors' wells 
have an even better flow. 


"This thing's going to have water 100 


years from now," Addink said. 


The area is not suitable for irriga- 


tion, he noted, so farmers should not 
experience adverse effects. 


Despite Addink's evidence, however, 


the commissioners voted unanimously 
to defer action until the new require- 
ment is on the books. 


"It's difficult to say yes to this one 


when we've hung two others up," chair- 
man Bruce Hamilton said. 


The proposed water regulation may 


be ready for approval at next Tuesday's 
board meeting, according to Deputy 
County Attorney Mike Heavican. 


In other action, the board approved 


three bids for work at Lancaster 
Manor. Two contracts were awarded to 
Donley Medical Supply Co., 2425 0 St.; 
$20,376 for various tables and chairs 
and $7,482 for "miscellaneous nursing 
services." A contract for $6,924 was 
awarded to B & B Locksmiths, 6220 
Havelock Ave., for a security lock 
system. 


An additional $1,340 was awarded to 


E.G. Peters, Inc., for work on the 
County-City boiler plant. A steam pipe 
was relocated to avoid a gas main. 


The board approved a resolution con- 


firming Sunday beer sales at Austin's 
Silver Spur in Martell. '

Different wage hikes may mean dilemma 


It's too early to predict, but Lan- 


caster County commissioners are emit- 
ting warning signals about an across- 
the-board raise for county employes.

The county's tradition of matching 


the city's pay hike may not be con- 
tinued this year, commissioners in- 
dicate. 


A 6''27» wage and benefit package has 


been accepted by some city employe 
groups, but rejected by others. 


The City Employes Association, 


which represents workers in some 
agencies jointly financed by the city 


and county, particularly the Health 
Department, has accepted the offer. 


If the city adopts a 6'/z% raise for all 


employes, and the county is unable to 
match that without breaking through 
its tax ceiling of 14.28 mills, it will 
cause some juggling of 'figures for 
those whose salaries are jointly 
financed. 


The county should not pick up the tab 


for any increase to the jointly financed 
salaries above what the county is able 
to grant its own employes, com- 
missioner Jan Gauger said Monday. 


The board will not rule on a pay in- 


crease until after next fiscal year's 
budget has been approved and the mill 
levy computed. The board will grant 
only what increase is possible without 
going over the taxing limit. 


Whether that amount will be 6'/2%, or 


a percentage point or two less, will re- 
main an unanswered question until the 
county budget process is completed. 


If the board is true to its form of past 


years, the budget won't be approved 
and the mill levy set until late August.

District Court Judge Mark Fuhrman 
heard arguments on a public opinion poll 
Tuesday before scheduling Aug. 23 action 
on a change of venue sought by E.I. du 
I'ont de Nemours in 37 lawsuits filed in 
the Fremont 1'athfinder Hotel explosion. 


The Jan. 10, 1976, explosion killed 18 


persons- outright and damaged much of 
downtown Fremont. 


Du Pont, a codefendant with Nebraska 


Natural Gas Co., cited 
widespread 


publicity in requesting the change in trial 
location. 


Federal investigators determined the 


explosion occurred when a two-inch 
piece of plastic pipe, manufactured by du 
Pont and installed by Nebraska Natural 
Gas Co., pulled away from a metal 
coupling. Du Pont is seeking a third- 


party complaint against Norton 
McMurray Manufacturing Co. of 
Geneva, III., manufacturer of the 
coupling. 


The focus of the hearing was on a poll 


paid for by du Pont to determine if 
Dodge County residents had an opinion 
on who to blame for the explosion. 


A 10-member staff headed by 


professional pollster Joe B. Williams of 
Elmwood questioned 200 registered 
voters. 


Judge Fuhrman ordered attorneys and 


others involved not to divulge percen- 
tages that might prejudice potential ju- 
rors. Before the order, Williams said 77 
per cent of those polled had decided who 
to blame and 23 per cent had no opinion. 


Arguments 
from attorneys Jor 


Nebraska Natural Gas and Norton 


McMurray challenged the relevance, 
necessity, accuracy and possible bias of 
the poll. 


Fremont attorney John Kerrigan, 


representing six of the 37 plaintiffs, 
argued that the poll h a d been "vastly 
overemphasized." 


Kerrigan said the case should remain 


in Dodge County for the convenience of 
all parties inv o 1 v e d , especially 
elderly plaintiffs who "find it difficult 
even to come to the courthouse." 


Plaintiffs' attorneys also claimed the 


Pathfinder disaster drew statewide and 
national attention and that other such 
polls could show similar bias in many 
other counties. 


Attorneys also took issue with submis- 


sion of a du Pont file of Fremont Tribune 
articles on the explosion. 


Canadian authorities 
want to see him now 


Robert Morrison, the hungry Canadian who found a free 


meal at the Lincoln City Jail Sunday after attracting attention, 
has attracted some more attention. 


Morrison, 34, was jailed after he threw four wooden street 


barricades through the windows of two downtown businesses in 
the wee hours Sunday. He told police he hadn't eaten for two 
days and knew he'd get fed in jail. 


Authorities Tuesday learned the Canadian officials would 


like to question Morrison about a parole violation. He was 
recently released from Kingsport Prison in Ontario where he 
had served time on an assault charge. 


Extraditing Morrison to Canada may involve some "higher 


tips," according to Deputy Sheriff Vincent McNeil. McNeil said 
the last time such an estradition was made was in 1958, and the 
order had to be signed by President Dwight Eisenhower and 
some British officials. 


It isn't clear if Jimmy Carter and Queen Elizabeth will get 


in on the Morrison story since the procedure might have 
changed in recent years. Besides, any fugitive action will have 
to wait until the local charges are cleared, McNeil said. 


Morrison faces charges of malicious destruction of proper- 


ty in Lancaster County Court June 28.

be contacted with her share of the $30,000 and her good faith 
money. When the pair failed to return, she called police.

Gregory \V. Myers, a Lincoln resident for about one month, 


was charged Monday with two counts of burglary in county 
court. He pleaded innocent but was ordered in lieu of $5,000 
bond pending a preliminary hearing. 


Myers was arrested at his home Friday night. Several thou- 


sand dollars worth of television sets, radios, guns and watches 
were recovered, authorities said.

Planned budget CUtS draw Winces Tornado misses Bayard 


but damages two terms

Pre-trial diversion Director Eric 


McMasters explained Tuesday night how 
$30,000 to $40,000 might best be trimmed 
from his program's budget. 


As he explained, some members of the 


program's steering committee winced at 
the prospect of the budget cut, requested 
Monday by the Lancaster County Board. 


County Atty. Ron banners said he'd 


"rather not be associated with a 
program that cannot perform its func- 
tion," hinting that the cut may cripple 
the program. 


The pre-trial diversion program is 


designed to reduce court and jail costs by 
rehabilitating first-time offenders out- 
side normal .judicial channels. Another 
aim is to reduce the likelihood of first- 
timers returning to crime. 


"1 wouldn't try to run my office with 


just three lawyers," Lahners said, "If 
we cut too much ... we may as well 
revert to the former system." 


Under McMasters' plan, a now-vacant 


counseling position would be eliminated, 
and a person hired to evaluate the im- 
pact of the program would finish his 
work in December — about six months 
earlier than originally planned. 


Cuts in training and travel accounts 


would amount to savings of less than 
$10,000, McMasters said. 


If necessary, the program's supervisor 


of counselors would be demoted to a 
lower-paid counselor, and McMasJers 
himself would take a lower position and 
salary. 


Program officials had requested a 


$206,281 budget for fiscal 1977-78, but the 


County Board requested the cuts be 
made and that the program "still sur- 
vive." 


"You've got to have qualified people to 


run the program," Lahners said. 
"Without that, you've got a 
hodgepodge." 


Steering committee members said the 


benefits of the program aren't ap- 
preciated. For instance, they said, it is 
nearly impossible to calculate the 
savings to society of diverting an in- 
dividual from a life of crime. 


And, it was noted, the program suffers 


from an image problem; many persons 
don't like the idea of a criminal getting 
off "scot-free" without a jail sentence. 


"If they'd rather spend more on jails 


and courts," Lahners said, "then that is 
the will of the policy-makers." 


Scottsbluff 
nixes park, 
fire station 


Scottsbluff (AP) - Residents of 


Scottsbluff rejected proposals to build a. new 
fire station and establish a wilderness park 
Tuesday. 


Defeated by a 1,652-758 unofficial margin 


was a $650,000 bond issue to finance construc- 
tion of a new fire station. A $900,000 bond issue 
for the same purpose lost by 38 votes last 
November. 


The city said its fire, police and building 


and zoning departments have outgrown their 
present buildings. 


Voters turned down the wilderness park 


proposal by an 1,858-516 margin. 


The city currently has a Housing and Ur- 


ban Development grant for $76,000 to buy part 
of the 250-acre park site. Voter approval was 
sought to purchase the entire area eventually.

Negotiations continue with the city on 


the purchase of the land for a park, Supt. 
ol Schools John I'rasch told the group., 


In other business, a combined program 


lor about 500 junior and senior high 
.school youth, called the special 
vocational needs program, will cost 
about $480,000 next year, according to an 
administration report. 


The program combines special 


counseling for potential dropouts in two 
junior high schools and Lincoln High 
School, the Lincoln Learning Center, an 
alternative program for senior high 
school students, a similar program for 
junior high school students, and the 
citywide work-study program. 


The alternative schools for the junior 


and senior high school students and 


possibly the work-study staff will be in 
the Whittier School, Prasch said. 


Lincoln schools hope for about $241,000 


in federal and state funds for the com- 
bined programs, he said. 


The only reservation about the 


programs was expressed by board 
member Lou Roper who said, "I want to 
make sure it (the alternative school 
program) is not a copout to academic 
learning." 


In other action, the board appointed 


Calvert Elementary School teacher

Jackson, Wyo. (UPI) - A Nebraska Boy 


Scout, confronted by a bear Tuesday in Grand 
Teton National Pali, played dead and received 
only a puncture wound from the animal, park 
officials said. 


The incident marked the first human in- 


jury sustained this season from a bear in the 
park. 


Johnathan Gould was hiking in a park ca- 


nyon about eight miles north of Jenny Lake 
with a companion, Larry Johnson, when they 
spotted the bear. The Omaha Boy Scouts 
dropped their packs and fell to the ground to 


play dead, according to Joseph Shellenberger, 
park information officer. 


The bear inspected a pack and then 


"sniffed around Gould's leg and put a single 
puncture wound about a quarter of an inch 
deep," Shellenberger said. The boy was later 
Created for the minor wound, he said. 


Shellenberger said the incident could have 


been caused by a bear suspected of tearing 
though packs left by rock climbers iri the 
Garnet Canyon area of the park. That canyon 
has been closed for more than a week.

Planned budget CUtS draw Winces Tornado misses Bayard 


but damages two forms

Pre-trial diversion Director Eric 


McMasters explained Tuesday night how 
$30,000 to $40,000 might best be trimmed 
from his program's budget. 


As he explained, some members of the 


program's steering committee winced at 
the prospect of the budget cut, requested 
Monday by the Lancaster County Board. 


County Atty. Ron Lahners said he'd 


"rather not be associated with a 
program that cannot perform its func- 
tion," hinting that the cut may cripple 
the program. 


The pre-trial diversion program is 


designed to reduce court and jail costs by 
rehabilitating first-time offenders out- 
side normal .judicial channels. Another 
aim is to reduce the likelihood of first- 
timers returning to crime. 


"I wouldn't try to run my office with 


just three lawyers," Lahners said. "If 
we cut too much ... we may as well 
revert to the former system." 


Under McMasters' plan, a now-vacant 


counseling position would be eliminated, 
and a person hired to evaluate the im- 
pact of the program would finish his 
work in December — about six months 
earlier than originally planned. 


Cuts in training and travel accounts 


would amount to savings of less than 
$10,000, McMasters said. 


If necessary, the program's supervisor 


of counselors would be demoted to a 
lower-paid counselor, and McMas/ers 
himself would take a lower position and 
salary. 


Program officials had requested a 


$206,281 budget for fiscal 1977-78, but the 


County Board requested the cuts be 
made and that the program "still sur- 
vive." 


"You've got to have qualified people to 


run the program," Lahners said. 
" W i t h o u t that, you've got a 
hodgepodge." 


Steering committee members said the 


benefits of the program aren't ap- 
preciated. For instance, they said, it is 
nearly impossible to calculate the 
savings to society of diverting an in- 
dividual from a life of crime. 


And, it was noted, the program suffers 


from an image problem; many persons 
don't like the idea of a criminal getting 
off "scot-free" without a jail sentence. 


"If they'd rather spend more on jails 


and courts," Lahners said, "then that is 
the will of the policy-makers." 


Scottsbluff 
nixes park, 
fire station

Residents of 


Scoltsbluff rejected proposals to build a. new 
fire station and establish a wilderness park 
Tuesday. 


Defeated by a 1,652-758 unofficial margin

of Schools John Prasch told the group.„ 


In other business, a combined program 


lor about 500 junior and senior high 
school youth, called the special 
vocational needs program, 
will cost 


about $480,000 next year, according to an 
administration report. 


The program combines special 


counseling for potential dropouts in two 
junior high schools and Lincoln High 
School; the Lincoln Learning Center, an 
alternative program for senior high 
school students; a similar program for 
junior high school students; and the 
citywide work-study program. 
- 


The alternative schools for the junior 


and senior high school students and 


possibly the work-study staff will be in 
the Whittier School, Prasch said. 


Lincoln schools hope for about $241,000

Health department's 
budget is left short 


Grand Island (UPI) - Grand Island and Hall Coun- 


ty Tuesday remained at odds over a budget for the 
operation of the city-county health department. 


The Hall County Board, which shares the cost of the 


department's operation with the city, Tuesday voted to 
stick by its original budget proposal of just over $127,000 
for the department's operation during the 1977-78 fiscal 
year 


The county's share of the funding would be $63,500. 
However, the city council voted Monday night to 


PJV a local share of $62,000, and neither side appeared 
willing to change its budget proposal. 


Ed Edwards, health department director, said the 


department needs at least $127,000 to operate, or he will 
have to cut several needed projects. 


He said he has made cuts in several areas to modify 


the $138,000 budget he proposed earlier. 


In tdkmg action Tuesday, county board finance com- 


mittee chairman Bernie Crick said, "If the city wants to 
break the contract with the county for health services, 
that's okay." 


Board chairman Ralph Herndon said, however, the 


county could not afford to finance the department alone. 


In approving its share of the budget Monday night, 


the city council said it wants to stay within a 9.7% 
budget increase range for all city spending projects 


The county s proposal would increase the 


department's budget over last year about 12%

lowan to plead guilty of theft 


Omaha (DPI) — An Oakland, Iowa, resi- 


dent told U.S. Magistrate Richard C. Peck 
Tuesday that he planned to plead guilty to 
being involved in a heavy equipment theft ring 
covering at least four states. 


Assistant U.S. Attny. Thomas Thalken said 


Hay Wagner, 32, was indicted with 15 others by 
a federal grand jury in Brownsville, Tex.. June 
7 in the interstate transportation of stolen 
heavy duty equipment, including backhoes and 
tractors, and disposing of them. 


Thalken said the alleged operation covered 


Texas, Kansas, Iowa and Arkansas. 


Thalken said Wagner voluntarily sur- 


rendered in Omaha Thursday and was freed on 
a $10,000 signature bond pending his retaining 
an attorney. 


Wagner told Peck Tuesday he planned to 


plead guilty and Peck granted a transfer of his 
case from Texas to Omaha for sentencing. 


Wagner was named in nine of 29 counts in 


the indictment including one of conspiracy and 
two each of interstate transportation and dis- 
posal of stolen equipment, specifically two 
tractors and two backhoes. 


Thalken said he planned to confer with the 


U.S. attorney's office in Brownsville about a 
plea bargaining arrangement for Wagner.-He 
said Wagner was the only one from the 
Nebraska-Iowa Region indicted. 


Wagner, who told Peck he was employed in 


Council Bluffs as a welder-boilermaker, 
remained free on bond. 


Thalken said that at least 14 pieces of 


equipment were involved in the theft scheme 
which allegedly occurred from March til the 
time of the indictment. 


Wagner faces a maximum penalty of five 


years in prison and a $5,000 fine on each 
charge. 


No new trial
